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Big Four at Geneva it becomes more and more 
apparent that the world’s hopes for peace will be 
encouraged very little, if at all, by the meeting. 

Sir Winston Churchill suggested this meeting with 
the desperation of a statesman who had exhausted 
every effort to find a peace-path in the labyrinth of 
the world’s troubles. By some kind of magic emerg- 
ing from changed conditions he hoped the Big Four 
would agree upon a formula for peaceful co-existence. 
He knew by experience that preliminary understand- 
ings are necessary before any basic formula of agree- 
ment can be drawn up, but he was tired and desperate 
and made the suggestion in that mood. 

Soon President Eisenhower and Marshal Bulganin 
or some other spokesman of the Soviet Union are to 
meet face to face. In the days that have elapsed since 
the meeting was agreed upon very little progress has 
been made toward shaping an agenda. One hopeful 
item appears—a conference to be held at Geneva in 
August to deal with industrial nuclear power, in which 
the Soviet Union has agreed to cooperate, The Big 
Four may refer this matter to the August conference, 
thus holding in abeyance any implicit criticism of 
the Soviet in Mr, Eisenhower’s speech at Pennsylvania 
State College. But the President was right in imply- 
ing that the Soviet Union would not permit interna- 
tional authorities to inspect its atomic equipment. To 
do so would be to abolish the Iron Curtain, one of 
the most effective elements of the Communist slave 
system, 

Secretary Dulles has implied that certain subor- 
dinate problems or “minor tensions” might be dis- 
cussed at the Big Four conference and then referred 
to a lower-level conference with some prospect of 
agreement, He did not mention Red China. But all 
minor questions and “tensions” are unimportant so 
long as Asia moves toward eclipse. 

“Asia for the Asians” is the first Communist objec- 
tive as preliminary to world conquest by the Reds. 
This is the fixed opinion of the Allied Commander in 
Europe, General Gruenther. 

How will President Eisenhower withstand the pres- 
sure from three sides on the question of recognizing 
Red China as one of the great powers of the world, 
with the consequent betrayal of Formosa and Chiang 
Kai-shek? 

Soviet Russia, Red China and America’s allies are

dent. Asia is the prize. Is it possible that the Krem- 
lin dictators are now convinced that three-way pres- 
sure upon Eisenhower will induce him to adopt an 
appeasement policy as to Formosa for the sake of 
promoting world peace? 

All-out adversaries of the Soviet Union insist that an 
appeasement peace would be foolish—that Communism 
must be exterminated; that the extension of Commu- 
nist power over Asia would double the task of finally 
defeating world Communism, Therefore they are 
sounding warnings against any kind of “accommoda- 
tion” or “understanding” between the summit spokes- 
men. 

“We don’t want to be led astray by blandishments,” 
said General Gruenther in a recent speech, “These 
people (the Soviet leaders) are insidious, carrying on 
a smiling campaign, and they will cause us a great 
deal of trouble.” 

In a formal statement to a Congress committee the

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miral Arthur W. Radford, Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, dated June 10: 

“It does not appear that their (the Soviet bloc) 
relentless pursuit of world domination will abate in 
any measurable degree within the foreseeable future. 
The United States, as the chief source of free world 
strength, is the foeal point for Communist hatred. 

“During the next four years the Soviet bloc will con- 
tinue to maintain and develop armed forces far beyond 
those required for purely defensive measures and stead- 
ily increasing in combat effectiveness, 

“Soviet air-atomic attack capabilities are rapidly 
increasing and have already become a matter of grave 
concern to this country, Their guided missile program 
will bring increasingly long-range missiles into pro- 
duction over the next few years. 

“We cannot at this time foresee any deterioration 
in the stability of the USSR nor in its hold over the 
Kuropean satellites in the near future, 

“Communist China is likely to continue vigorous 
and cohesive and the Red Chinese-Soviet alliance prob- 
ably will remain strong for the next few years, not 
only for ideological reasons, but also because it fur- 
thers the purposes of both parties ... Peace depends 
mostly upon a small group of men in Moscow and 
Peiping. We must at all times be prepared for the 
possibility of war, a war not of our own choosing as 
to time, place or circumstance, It may be global or 
local, soon or late, short or long. We must be prepared 
as best we may to meet all these eventualities.” 


(CONGRESS has heeded this warning by its foremost 

* military advisor and has increased its appropria- 
tions for defense, 

On June 13, Foreign Minister Molotov announced 
that the plan for the Big Four meeting was acceptable 
as to time and place, and Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
issued a warning comment that throws some light upon 
the position which the Soviet Union may take at Ge- 
neva, Tass said there was “no problem” arising from 
the conduct of governments within the satellite coun- 
tries and that no one would be allowed to interfere 
in their affairs. 

There has been no intimation that the Western 
powers will bring up satellite problems. If they should 
do so, the pretense of a growing disposition to coop- 
erate for peace would disappear and the conference 
would break up after passionate quarrels, The victims 
of Soviet tyranny in satellite countries now planning 
to haunt the Geneva conference may as well stay at 
home, since it is inconceivable that President Eisen- 
hower will start a fruitless and hopeless squabble over 
the Soviet’s treatment of satellites. 


"T’ASS, the Soviet news service announced, also, that 

the activities of international Communism are not 
proper subjects for discussion at Geneva, May be that 
President Eisenhower agrees with this opinion, He 
knows the evils of Communist subversion, but he knows 
also that the place to cure them is within the United 
States and not by appeals to Moscow, If treason is 
to be detected and subversion punished, Americans 
will have to do the job. 

During the latter part of June the capitals of na- 
tions buzzed with speculation over the possible and 
probable outeome of the Big Four conference, San 
Francisco’s gathering of United Nations devotees was 
a beehive of gossip. President Eisenhower and Chan- 
cellor Adenauer gave notice that Germany’s unifica- 
tion will not make Germany a neutral—that free Ger- 
many will stick to its alliance with the West, whether 
German unification is near or far off. Thus the hopes 
of Soviet leaders were dashed and their schemes to

Germany’s destiny cannot

1942-55, the Kremlin got every new electronic device 
and invention, almost as fast as it was perfected. 
Senate Report No, 230, published April 25, 1955, by 
the permanent subcommittee on investigations (Com- 
mittee on Government Operations), delineates the 
whole picture of Communist infiltration at Ft. Mon- 
mouth.

The Senate hearings began in August, 19538, and con- 
tinued until March, 1954, with 126 witnesses ex- 
amined in executive session, plus some 200 staff 
interviews with officials and army officers, Of the 
first 126 witnesses examined, 41 invoked the Fifth 
Amendment when interrogated on subversive ac- 
tivities and Communist affiliations. 


“It was established during the investigations 
that the Rosenberg spy ring obtained secrets from 
the Army Signal Corps and transmitted them to 
Russia, Julius Rosenberg and his wife, Ethel 
Greenglass Rosenberg, were convicted and ex- 
ecuted for conspiracy to commit espionage, Rosen- 
berg successfully used Signal Corps contacts in 
attempts to obtain contracts for two companies 


with which he was associated. He made frequent 


ters were grossly negligent and incompetent in failing 
to take proper action in the cases of individuals where 
there was information that they were loyalty or se- 
curity risks,” the committee report concludes, ‘The 
subcommittee was unable to ascertain from the Army 
at which echelon the removal of security risks was 
disapproved.” 

Espionage reports from the FBI were ignored by the 
Army Signal Corps. 

“The FBI and Army Intelligence repeatedly furn- 
ished information to the Army Signal Corps concern- 
ing individuals considered to be very dangerous to the 
security of this country. These 
loyalty and security risks were 
retained by the Army Signal 
Corps after complete facts had 
been furnished about them... 
The Rosenberg spy ring suc- 
cessfully penetrated the Army 
Signal Corps and related pri- 
vate commercial establishments. 
This espionage ring took and 
obtained secrets from the Army 
Signal Corps and transmitted 
them to the Soviet Union. The 
operation of the Rosenberg 
ring, which had as one of its 
purposes the obtaining of radar 
secrets for the Soviet Union, 
may, on the basis of available 
evidence, still be operating.” 


The Senate inquiry into Com- 
munist espic..age in the Army 
Signal Corps began early in 
1953, when Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy was Chairman of the

trips to Signal Corps officials in Philadelphia for 

the dual purpose of obtaining these contracts and 
seeing his espionage contacts, While Rosenberg was 
employed at the Army Signal Corps installation at the 
Emerson Radio Company, he stole the proximity fuse 
and handed it over to a Russian agent.” 

The committee named Joel Barr as one member of 
the Rosenberg spy ring. He had been employed in the 
radar laboratories at Ft. Monmouth and later at the 
Sperry Gyroscope Company, which was engaged in 
secret military production. Barr since has fled the 
U. 8. and “is reported to be living behind the [ron 
Curtain.” 

Another member of the Rosenberg spy ring and a 

close Barr associate wag Vivian 
> Glassman, wife of Ernest Pa- 
| taki, a former employee of the 
Mederal Telecommunications 
Laboratories, at Nutley, N. J. 
Pataki was identified as “a 
member of the secret Commu- 
nist Party cell, which operated 
at the Laboratories.” A third 
civil employee identified as a 
member of the Rosenberg spy 
ring at Ft. Monmouth wag Al- 
fred Sarant, He too since has 
fled the country and is now re 
ported to be living behind the 
Iron Curtain, 

Morton Sobell, a fourth mem- 
ber of the Rosenberg apparatus 
is now serving a 30-year prison 
sentence for conspiracy to com- 
mit espionage. He had been 
employed by the Reeves Instru- 
ment Corporation which was 
engaged in classified work for 
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the Army Signal Corps, “lt was determined that the 
operation of the Rosenberg spy ring, which had as its 
purpose the obtaining of radar secrets for Russia, 
never stopped and could possibly be continuing to this 
very day,” the committee report continues, (page 3). 

David Greenglass, brother of Rosenberg’s wife, was 
interviewed by members of the McCarthy subcommittee 
in the penitentiary at Lewisburg, Pa., where he is now 
serving a 15-year term for his connection with the 
Rosenberg conspiracy. This interview was held on 
November 24, 1953. It inquired into the Kremlin con- 
spiracy to steal the atomic-bomb secrets, At one point 
the committee asked Greenglass, “Did you give atomic 
secrets to Rosenberg and to Henry Gold for transmis- 
sion to Russia?” 

“Yes, when | was stationed at Los Alamos at the 
atomic-bomb project, | passed sketches and other in- 
formation on the bomb to Rosenberg and to Gold at 
their request.” 


T another point Greenglass related that Rosenberg 

had admitted to him in conversation that while he 
was employed by the Signal Corps at Emerson Radio 
Company “he stole the proximity fuse and gave it to 
the Russians.” (page 4). 

This espionage ring later transmitted to Russia the 
basic secrets of the U. 8. guided missile program. 

The committee report reveals that some of these 
basic defense secrets were stolen as long ago as 1937-39. 

The report names 18 employees of the Federa) Tele- 
communications Laboratories at Nutley, N. J., as mem- 
bers of the Communist Party cell in that operation. 

The report also reveals that a special unit of the 
Communist Party, called the “Shore Club,” was or- 
ganized in Monmouth County, N. J., “for the specifie 
purpose of infiltrating the secret Army Signal Corps 
Laboratories at Ft. Monmouth.” 

Andrew J, Reid, who had been attached to the secur- 
ity office at Ft, Monmouth for 13 years, told the com- 
mittee he had repeatedly furnished his superiors the 
names of many employees he considered “very danger- 
ous.” But nothing happened. The suspected employees 
were kept on year after year, 

One member of the Rosenberg group had been em- 
ployed at Ft. Monmouth for 15 years. His file, when 
finally obtained by the Senate committee, showed that 
as early as 1946 he had been charged with having 43 
classified documents belonging to the Army Signal 
Corps in his private apartment. For this gross viola- 
tion of security he had been suspended for 10 days. 
Later, he was promoted to be chief of one of the most 
important radar sections at Ft. Monmouth, 


A FPTER examining this personnel file at Ft, Mon- 

mouth the Senate committee asked the Army for a 
complete photostatic copy of the record. Some days 
later when the photostats were delivered “it was dis- 
covered that the Army had removed certain docu- 
ments,” before transmitting the personnel file to the 
committee, 

Aaron Coleman, the principal covered in this person- 
nel file, was identified in the report as having attended 
a meeting of the Young Communist League with Julius 
Rosenberg in 1937, 

“Who took you to the meeting of the Young Com- 
munist League?” Coleman was asked, 

“Rosenberg,” he responded, 

Coleman and Rosenberg had been students together 
at the College of the City of New York, where both 
had been active in the Young Communist League, along 
with Morton Sobell, Joel Barr, Henry Nathan Shoiket 


and Morris Savitaky.

Another witness disclosed that Hyman had made 
“several hundred telephone calls” from his New Jersey 
base to Army Signal Corps employees in such widely 
scattered installations as the Aberdeen Proving 
Grounds, Aberdeen, Md., Fairchild Airplane Corpora- 
tion, Farmingdale, N. Y., Navy Air Rocket Testing 
Station, Dover, N. J., Air Force Transportation Depot, 
Newark, N, J. and the Electronics Research Associ- 
ates, North Caldwell, N. J. In response to questions 
about these calls, Hyman in each case invoked the 
Fifth Amendment. 

The Senate committee staff documented 76 phone 
calls from Hyman to the Federal Telecommunications 
Laboratories, alone, during 1952-53, 

Questioned about these numerous calls, Hyman re- 
peatedly invoked the Fifth Amendment, 

Ruth Weiner Levine, who had been employed by the 
Federal Telecommunications Laboratories more than 
ten years, appeared before the committee on December 
11, 1958. She had been granted a top-secret clearance 
by the U. 8. Air Force on March 29, 1950, This clear- 
ance gave her access to drawings and diagrams of all 
the secret projects under way at Nutley. Three wit- 
nesses identified Miss Levine as an active member of 
the Communist Party cell which operated in the FTL 
at Nutley. She invoked the Fifth Amendment on all 
questions relating to Communist activities and affilia- 
tions. 

Albert Shadowitz, a former employee at Aberdeen 
Proving Grounds, Maryland, and the Federal Telecom- 
munication Laboratories at Nutley, had been exempted 
from military service in World War IT because of the 
importance of his classified work in rauar. In invok- 
ing the Fifth Amendment, Shadowitz told the Senate 
committee he did so on the personal advice of the late

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HE THREE greatest political documents written 
Tos man in the past 2,000 years are the Magna 

Charta, the United States Constitution,-and the 
Declaration of Independence. 

Even though the final draft of the Declaration of 
Independence was signed by John Hancock, President 
of the Continental Congress, on July 4, 1776, it was 
never publicly read until July 8, 1776. 

Within the next few weeks, however, it was publicly 
read in practically every town square, school, church 
and army camp throughout the 13 States. 

These public readings were made for a number of 
reasons. First, comparatively few newspapers were 
published in those days. Second, not every adult was 
able to read. Third, the Continental Congress wanted 
all the people to know that the 13 States had declared 
themselves free from the mother country—Great Brit- 
ain. Fourth, it was read to inspire and lift the morale 
of soldiers and citizens, Fifth, it was read to inform 


The committee usually met in a new brick house 
located at Market and 7th Streets, Philadelphia, where 
on the second floor Jefferson occupied a furnished 
bedroom and parlor. In the parlor of this house the 
first draft of the Declaration of Independence was 
revised, 

In referring to these rooms, Jefferson recorded in 
his journal that “In that parlor | wrote habitually 
and in it wrote this paper,” (the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence), “particularly ... The proprietor Mr, Graaf 
was a young man, son of a German, and then newly 
married. I think he was a bricklayer.” 


The first draft of the Declaration of Independence 
was reported to Congress on June 28, 1776, After 
some discussion on suggested changes, final action on 
the document was postponed, 


On July 2, 1776, the Lee Resolution of June 7th, 
after a notable speech by John Adams, was passed by 


everyone of the Colonies’ grievances against the British 
Crown, Sixth, it was publicly read to enlighten the 
soldiers and their families on the objectives we were 
fighting for. And seventh, it was publicly read to an- 
nounce the end of the American Colonies and the be- 
ginning of a new Nation—the United States of 
America. 

One of the first steps which led directly to the writ- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence took place on 
May 15, 1776, when the Virginia Convention at Wil- 
liamsburg adopted a resolution instructing the Vir- 
ginia delegates to the Continental Congress “to pro- 
pose to that respectable body to declare the United 
Colonies free and independent States, absolved from 
all allegiance to, or dependence on, the Crown or 
Parliament of Great Britain.” 

As a matter of coincidence, on the same day, the 
Continental Congress passed a resolution, (drafted 
by John Adams of Massachusetts), which recommended 
that the colonies assume the power of government. 

Seventeen days later, June 7, 1776, Richard Henry 
Lee of Virginia introduced, and John Adams of Massa- 
chusetts seconded, the historic resolution for a declara- 
tion of independence. 

On June 11, 1776, the Continental Congress appoint- 
ed John Adams of Massachusetts, Benjamin Franklin 
of Pennsylvania, Thomas Jefferson of Virginia, Robert 
Livingston of New York and Roger Sherman of Con- 
necticut, as a committee to draft the Declaration of 
Independence. 

Thomas Jefferson, (who was a student of the political 
philosophies of Jean Jacques Rousseau, Charles L. 
DeS. Montesquieu, and John Locke), was selected by 
the committee to write the first draft of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. The other members of the com- 
mittee agreed to make suggestions and corrections. In 
fact they made 47 alterations before the document was 
submitted to the Continental Congress.

“Resolved, That this Congress will tomorrow, again 
resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole, to take 
into further consideration the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.” 

In communicating to his wife on July 3, 1776, John 
Adams wrote: “Yesterday, the greatest question was 
decided which ever was debated in America, and a 
greater perhaps never was nor will be decided among 
men... But the day is past—the second day of July, 
1776, will be the most memorable epoch in the history 
of America—l am apt to believe that it will be cele- 
brated by succeeding generations as the great anni- 
versary Festival, It ought to be commemorated as the 
Day of Deliverance, by the Solemn Acts of Devotion 
to God Almighty. It ought to be solemnized with 
pomp and parade, with shows, games, sports, guns, 
bells, bonfires, and illuminations, from one end of this 
continent to the other, from this time forward, for- 
ever more,” 

In the July 3, 1776, issue of the Pennsylvania Gazette 
there appeared this one sentence notice: “Yesterday 
the Continental Congress declared the United Colonies 
free and independent states.” This is the first pub- 
lished announcement of our independence. 

After passing the Lee resolution of separation on 
July 2, 1776, Jefferson’s Declaration of Independence 
was referred to a Committee of the Whole. To the 
dismay of Jefferson, this committee made 39 altera- 
tions, And the making of alterations and debate by 
this committee might have continued indefinitely if 
some barnyard flies had not interfered. 

Jefferson tells that on July 4, 1776, “the weather was 
oppressively warm and the room occupied by the depu- 
ties” (the committee members), “was hard by a stable, 
whence the hungry flies swarmed thick and fierce, 
alighting on the legs of the delegates” (committee mem- 
bers) “and biting hard through their thin stockings. 
Treason was preferable to discomfort and the dele- 
gates” (committee members) “finally accepted the 
Declaration before it had been discussed by all of those 
who wished to speak upon it. Then the Committee of 
the Whole rose and Harrison reported the Declaration 
back to Congress, The Declaration was read again 
and received final sanction of the delegates of 12 
States” (all except New York), “as the justification of 
the act that established a new nation among the pow- 
ers of the world.” Thus, it was not until the late after- 
noon, or early evening, of July 4, 1776, that the final 
draft of the Declaration of Independence was approved 
by the Continental Congress, 


JPOUR days after New York had assented to the 

measure, July 19, 1776, Congress authorized that 
the document should be “fairly engrossed on parch- 
ment, with the title and style of ‘The Unanimous Dec- 
laration of the Thirteen United States of America’ and 
that the same, when engrossed, be signed by every 
member of the Congress.” 

It is believed that Timothy Matlock, a skilled pen- 
man, did the engrossing. John Hancock and some of 
the other members of the Continental Congress were 
the first to sign the document. That was on August 
2, 1776. The last person to sign the document was 
Thomas McKean of Delaware. He did not sign the 
Declaration until 1781. 

Now, after Congress had approved the final draft of 
the Declaration of Independence in the late afternoon, 
or early evening, of July 4th, by order of Congress, 
Jefferson immediately took the document to John Dun- 
lap, a Philadelphia printer, to set up and print the

document that night of July 4-5, as Jefferson stood by 
supervising the operation. 

On the morning of July 5, 1776, Congress ordered 
the distribution of copies of the Declar=tion of Inde- 
pendence to all assemblies, committees and councils 
of safety of the 13 states as well as to the commanding 
officers of the Continental Army. 

The next day, July 6, 1776, the first newspaper pub- 
lication of the Declaration of Independence appeared 
in the Pennsylvania Evening Post, 

On the same day, July 6th, the Committee of Safety 
of Pennsylvania ordered “That the Sheriff of Phila- 
delphia read or cause to be read and proclaimed at 
the State House, on Monday, the 8th of July instant, 
at 12 o’clock at noon of this same day, the Declara- 
tion of the Representatives of the United States of 
America, and that he cause all his officers and con- 
stables of said city to attend the reading thereof.” The 
order also directed that the Committee of Inspection 
of the city as well as the Sons of Liberty should attend 
the publie reading. 

At this first public reading of the Declaration of 
Independence, at noon July 8, 1776, in the State House 
Yard at Philadelphia, a large crowd turned out, in- 
cluding Congressional delegates. 


fk )M the circular platform that had been used by 

the American Philosophical Society for astronomical 
observations, John Nixon, a prominent member of the 
Pennsylvania Committee of safety read in public for 
the first time the Declaration of Independence, As 
soon as Nixon had finished his reading of the Declara- 
tion the old bell in the tower of the State House gave 
voice to the embellished message on its outer lip: “Pro- 
claim Liberty throughout all the land, unto all the 
inhabitants thereof” (Lev. 25:10). The ringing of the 
old bell supplied the tinder for the flame of patriotism. 

At five o’clock in the afternoon of the same day, 
July 8, 1776, the people, “some in rags and some in 
velvet gowns,” assembled for the second reading on 
the grounds of the Common in front of the State 
House, now known as Independence Hall, to listen to 
John Nixon read the Declaration of Independence to 
“the five battalions and liberties”—the first time the 
Declaration of Independence was read to a unit of the 
armed forces of the American Revolution. 

After the reading of the Declaration to the troops, 
the air was again rent by wild cheers as it was at 
noon. John Adams in writing to his wife about this 
historic day, among other things wrote: “The bat- 
talions paraded on the Common and gave us the feu de 
joy, notwithstanding the scarcity of powder. The bells 
rung all day, and almost all night. Even the chim-

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OMEONE in the United States Government is al-

The “National Estimates” are the “blue books” of 
intelligence required for strategic planning. They are 
used every day by the President, the National Security 
Council, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the State and De- 
fense Departments, and all other Government agencies 
having a part in developing our foreign and military 
defense policies.

The “National Estimates” made by the Nations’ top 
intelligence experts are extremely important to the 
welfare of the United States, because they are the 
“final word” upon which President Eisenhower, Secre- 
tary of State John Fester Dulles, and the National 
Security Council make definite foreign and military 
policy decisions. 

The “National Estimates” came about because the 


GUIDES FOR STRATEGIC PLANNING

While the Central Intelligence Agency is the pub- 
lisher of the “National Estimates”—the “meat” for the 
studies is not only supplied by CIA itself, but also by 
other Government intelligence agencies such as the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, State Department 
Intelligence, the intelligence branches of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force, and the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. 

The “National Estimates” are continuing studies— 
or “measuring sticks’—which size up the military, 
economic, political and other power potentialities of 
each nation of the world. 

In charge of obtaining every piece of information 
that goes into these estimates is Sherman Kent, head of 
CIA’s Office of National Estimates. Mr. Kent is a 
former Yale professor of history, a long-time intelli- 
gence theoretician, and former OSS official during 
World War II. He is also author of the book, “Stra- 
tegic Intelligence.” 

The Office of National Estimates pieces together all 
intelligence information it can gather on foreign na- 
tions, both allies and potential enemies. It also makes 
reports on such ticklish international questions as 
“What would be Russia’s reaction to American inter- 
vention in case of a Red Chinese attack on Formosa”? 
or “What counter-moves are Latin American Commu- 
nists planning as the result of their recent setback in 
Guatemala”? 

CIA’s “National Estimates” are predictions of 
things to come if international events follow a certain 
pattern or deviate from the set patterns. There are 
also reports on such things as the Russian oil produc- 
tion, Communist influence in international labor un- 
ions, changes in Communist propaganda, and the ef- 
fect of American power polities upon our allies. 

While Sherman Kent’s office writes the initia] esti- 
mates, the final say-so is made by a group of eight men 
who meet once a week at the headquarters of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency. 

That eight-man group is called the Intelligence Ad- 


President and his top echelon advisors in charge of 
steering the Nation’s destiny needed to be readily in- 
formed as to the power of our allies as well as our 
potential enemies. 

Such intelligence information had to be available at 
a moment’s notice; it had to be concise but complete 
and, of course, up to date. The task fell to CIA as 
part of its duty under law to “coordinate and evaluate” 
the intelligence information funneled to it by other 
Government departments. 

While CIA’s “National Estimates” are now readily 
accepted as “facts” and supported by all Government 
intelligence agencies, the first reports turned out about 
1949-50 were frequently criticized because “old-fash- 
ioned” intelligence officers were still clinging to out- 
moded evaluation methods, 

Not too many years ago we measured a nation’s 
strength only as to the disposition of its armed forces, 
and paid little or no attention to the other important 
power elements such as political organization, social 
structure, raw materials and industry, transportation, 
communications, geography and science, 

All these factors are important and definitely re- 
lated whenever one sizes up the power potential of a 
nation, 
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CIA’s “modern” experts realized that political in- 
telligence does not concern itself with just the indi- 
viduals who are in power, the principles of the majority 
parties, or by the degree of training and political ma- 
turity of the people, but also by the temperament of 
the people. 

It would be a mistake for those dealing with political 
and sociological intelligence to ignore the critical 
temperament of the French people, the sprit of dis- 
cipline of the Germans, the patience of the Slavs, or 
the pragmatism and doggedness of purpose of the 
Anglo-Saxons. 

All these factors, plus information concerning his- 
tory, language, religion, organization of the state and 
its parties, education and propaganda, must be taken 
into account when measuring the political and socio- 
logical strength of a nation, 

While CIA “dabbles” in political intelligence, the 
bulk of political data is left up to the State Depart- 
ment, which has always maintained that its thousands 
of foreign service experts were better equipped to han- 
dle the work, After a brief flirtation with political 
intelligence, CLA decided that the State Department 
was right, 


} CONOMICS are closely related to the political and 

* social structure of a nation, Knowledge of pro- 
duction, distribution, and consumption in the interior 
of a nation discloses its defensive and offensive po- 
tential. Since military materiel is supplied by the 
industry, information of a nation’s economic strength 
is to know the power capabilities of its military forces. 

While we know that the Soviet Union is now the 
world’s second-largest industrial power, few of us are 
fully aware what that really means in terms of a 
politico-economic-military power potential. But the 
“National Estimates” spells it out for our top strategic 
planners. And the estimates are under constant re- 
study and revision as new up-to-date information is 


obtained through informants inside and outside the 
Iron Curtain, 


Tied in with economic intelligence is information 
relating to a nation’s transportation and communica- 
tion systems, 

What are the conditions of the highways? Are they 
easily accessible for large military forces and heavy 
equipment? 

Similar information is needed to estimate the ef- 


fectiveness of a nation’s radio, television and wire 
systems. 


UT information on a nation’s transportation system 
encroaches also on military intelligence, especially 
in the aviation field. The number of commercial] air- 
planes, air lines, pilots, the location of ground installa- 
tions and the whereabouts of potential air fields is 
information that cannot rightly be divorced from 
either a military or an economic intelligence study. 
CIA and the military intelligence branches work to- 
gether on such problems, 

Information of a scientific nature is no less impor- 
tant when summing up the power potential of a na- 
tion, and special estimates are no doubt devoted to 
acience., 

A knowledge of theoretical research and pure science 
gives our skillful intelligence experts an idea of how 
a foreign country may employ its technical assets, 
Biological studies indicate possibilities of biological 
warfare or protection against this form of warfare. 
Atomic warfare may be indicated by nuclear experi- 
ments, Radar and televsion are guides to develop- 
ments in the fleld of electronics, 


NATIONAL REPUBLIC 


Foreign scientific information obtained by our in- 
telligence agencies is also useful to our own scientists. 
With the threat of war constantly hanging over our 
heads the free exchange of scientific information has 
become stifled, and hag brought an end to the interna- 
tional character of pure scientific research. 


AGAIN closely related to military intelligence is 
geographic intelligence. It corresponds to a study 
of a theater of war operations. 
Geographical features alone do not determine the 
strength or weakness of a nation, but they are very 
important because they are the most unchanging of 
the patterns used by CIA to evaluate a nation’s power 
potential. 

Geographic intelligence is also tied in with political 
intelligence, which it confirms and at times localizes. 

A nation’s size affects the ability of its people to 
defend themselves, to have space to fight in when in- 
vaded, A country with a relatively large area is not 
necessarily strong, but it certainly has one of the pri- 
mary requirements for strength. For one thing, if it 
is ever forced into taking a defensive position, it has 
depth of area in which to reorganize and remobilize its 
resources, 

Russia and China were both able to absorb defeats 
in World War II because their countries had depth in 
which they could regroup armies and reassemble in- 
dustries for new stands. 

Geography, then, would become a major factor in the 
event the United States and the Free World went to 
war with the Soviet Union and Communist China. 

With all such information needed for strategic 
planning, it becomes easy to understand why the “Na- 
tional Estimates” are the most important studies being 
conducted in Washington. 

One intelligence official put it this way: 


“The ‘National Estimates’ takes the guesswork out 
of strategic planning.”

Administration Resents Efforts to Weaken Security 


A proposal to create a “bi-partisan commission” to 
scrutinize the Government’s security program has been 
approved by a Senate subcommittee as another Sen- 
ate committee is still making inquiry into problems 
related to the program. 

The plan cropped up in the Senate Government Op- 
erations Subcommittee and was sponsored by Senators 
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10 DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE SUBVERSIVE LIST CRITICIZED 


Iiumphrey and Stennis, Democrats, but had the sup- 
port of Republican Senators Margaret Chase Smith, 
Cotton and Martin of lowa. The Department of Jus- 
tice is opposed to the idea. The Attorney General says 
that such a commission would “serve no useful pur- 
pose.” The Administration position is that if there 
is anything wrong with the present program it can 
be corrected administratively. 

Meanwhile, the Senate Civil Service Committee has 
started its long heralded inquiry into the Government 
personnel security program. Harry P, Cain, member 
of the Subversives Activities Control Board, one of the 
witnesses, repeated a part of what he has said in vari- 
ous speeches criticizing the handling of the program. 
He claims in some cases innocent men have been 
“maimed” by the program, which he says, had “aroused 
awe and uneasiness, if not alarm,” among Government 
workers, 

Cain wants the law amended so that agency heads 
cannot suspend without pay, such Government workers 
as are called before the board; that a Government-paid 
lawyer be made available to accused employees, and 
that applicants denied jobs because of derogatory in- 
formation be granted hearings. 


New Dealer Scores Nixon and Security Operations 


George M. Moore, Civil Service Commissioner, was 
called before the committee to explain his statement 
that 1,443 Government workers had been restored to 
their jobs since January, 1953, after having been 
“wrongfully” discharged, demoted or suspended. He 
said none of the cases involved security questions, 

The committee is expected to take up the case of 
Wolfe I. Ladejinsky, dropped by the Department of 
Agriculture as a security risk and later picked up by 
the Foreign Operations Administration. 

Philip B, Perlman, Fair Dealer and liberal, seized 


the hearings as an opportunity to praise the handling 
of Government security cases under the Truman Ad- 
ministration, in which he was an appointee, and to 
attack the handling of the program under the Eisen- 


hower Administration. He called the handling of the 
program under the present Administration a “national 
disgrace.” He also blasted Vice President Nixon, whom 
he accused of making the security program a vehicle 
of “political expediency.” 


Leftists in Organized Drive Against Security 


With the Americans For Democratic Action and 
other leftwing groups cheering from the sidelines, 
former Senator Harry P. Cain, a member of the Sub- 
versive Activities Control Board, continues his public 
attack on security operations, 

Early this year Mr, Cain, former U, 8. Senator from 
Washington, began a speaking campaign critical of the 
security setup and calling for a “liquidation” of the 
Attorney General’s list of subversive organizations. 
One of his early addresses was before the leftwing Con- 
ference on Civil Liberties in which he said a person 
might better “be indicted for a capital or infamous 
crime,” than to be charged as a security risk because 
under an indictment a person has to be found guilty or 
not guilty on the testimony of confronted witnesses. 

Speaking before the Anti-Defamation League at the 
B'nai B’rith convention at Kiamesha Lake, N. Y., he 
charged that the Attorney General’s list “has instilled 
in millions of citizens a disposition to regard Commu- 
niam not just as a threat and controllable danger, but 
a menace so powerful and pervasive that we look for 
it through methods which are self-defeating and see 
it in places where it does not, exist.” 

He further lambasted the list by claiming that “not 
more than 30” of the 275 organizations on the list were

“fronts” for Communist conspiracy as defined by the 
Internal Security Act, which indicates that the former 
Senator either does not know what constitutes a sub- 
versive or front organization or that he has gone soft. 


Henry Edward Schultz, national chairman of the 
Anti-Defamation League, told the same convention 
that persons using the Attorney General’s list “must 
have an understanding of the history of the 1930’s and 
1940’s and of the complex social forces of those years, 
of the movements that mobilized and enlisted honest 
concerns and dissent as well as disloyal conspiracy.” 
Schultz failed to take the same attitude towards the 
“pro-Nazis” and he is still fighting “anti-semetics” as a 
threat to national security. 

The era mentioned was when the New Deal and Fair 
Deal was concocting Socialistic schemes and when 
leftwing and Communist dominated fronts were sprout- 
ing forth all over the field.

man of the Senate subcommittee which has been look- 
ing into the matter of allied trade with Red China. 
On June 4 he reported that this trade reached a five- 
year peak in January and that more than half of the 
goods were carried in ships under the British flag. He 
called upon the State Department to “take some force- 
ful action with our allies” to halt this trade. He 
added: “It is difficult to understand the actions of the 
British in allowing their companies and ships to carry 
on this type of commerce with Communist China.” 

Commenting upon this report, Radio Reporter and 
former New Deal officeholder Elmer Davis pointed out 
that the McClellan subcommittee was formerly headed 
by Senator McCarthy. “It may be,” he said, “that 
some of McCarthy’s staff people are still at work”; 
Davis may have thought that the best way to prevent 
disclosure of illicit British trade with the Chinese 
Reds was to fire the staff.

originated, with the Roosevelt brain-trust and the rub- 
ber-stamp Congress. It will be many a day before the 
country is relieved of these malign growths.

Executive functions are supposed to be distributed 
among the executive departments, but this system did 
not appeal to F. D. R. and the Harry Hopkins “ex- 
pediters.”

Russia or China there is evident an increasing pressure 
for a deal of some kind at the summit conference. 
This pressure comes primarily from British sources, 
and is exerted upon the Americans in many subtle 
ways. Profits from illicit trade with Red China are 
not the only objective of British policy. The prime 
objective is to “hold on to Hong Kong.” Without Hong 
Kong, Britain’s hold upon Asia would be broken; trade 
would not only be lost, but influence as well, extending 
inte every one of the Asian and African countries that 
conferred recently at Bandung. 

Britain’s empire in Africa is rapidly growing. That 
vast continent has important ties with Asiatic coun- 
tries. British foreign policy calls for integration of 
plans for expanding the British empire everywhere. 
Americans do not oppose this policy except where it 
clashes with American interests. Americans are not 
trying to expand in Africa, for example; but when 
British policy-makers try to convince Americans that 
Formosa belongs to Red China, the Americans kick. 
They kick not only because a deal to give Formosa to 
the Reds would strengthen the enemy’s grip on Asia, 
but because a deal of this kind would again betray 
Chiang Kai-shek, and he has been betrayed enough by 
Americans. In this connection it was noted that 
Marshall Tito recently joined the Moscow dictators in 
favoring the transfer of Formosa to Red China—a 
gratuitous offense to the United States, which has 
given more than $1 billion to Tito who owes his present 
position as dictator to Great Britain and Russia, How 
much the Moscow Reds paid to Tito for joining in this 
compliment to Red China is not disclosed; but the 
$1 billion is gone, together with other billions devoted 
to the purchase of the friendship of foreign nations. 

A deal affecting Formosa would be objectionable to 
Americans, but so would be almost any other deal, 
The cold truth is that Americans look with great mia- 
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givings upon the parley with the Reds, fearing that 
appeasement concessions will be demanded by both 
our allies and our enemies, culminating in strong pres- 
sure for a bargain miscalled “peace.” A change of 
Kremlin tactics at that time, offering to surrender the 
UN veto power, accompanied by plausible friendly 
gestures by Red China, might easily induce millions 
of citizens to call upon the Senate to ratify a treaty 
of peace as ruinous as war. No such treaty will ever 
be proposed by the President, say his supporters. True, 
he would not knowingly propose a disastrous peace; 
but when he must keep an eye on our scheming “allies” 
and another eye on our sworn enemies, less he might 
make an irrevocable mistake. 

The best place for President Eisenhower is in the 
White House, above which floats only one flag.

deserves the thanks of all loyal Americans for his 
work in preparing and disseminating the reports of 
his Select Committee on Communist Aggression, is- 
sued by Congress on December 31, These reports will 
stand hereafter as historical authority telling of the 
Communist takeover of Poland, Byelorussia, Estonia, 
Ukraine, Georgia, Armenia, Rumania, bulgaria, Hun- 
gary, Czechoslovakia, Albania, Latvia, and Lithuania. 
Separate reports deal with the treatment of Jews under 
Communism, Communist aggression in Latin America, 
and a summary of the committee’s findings and recom- 
mendations. 


The Select Committee consisted of four Republicans 
—Busbey of Illinois, Bentley of Michigan, Bonin of 
Pennsylvania, and Hillings of California—-and four 
Democrats—Madden of Indiana, Machrowicz of Michi- 
gan, Dodd of Connecticut, and Feighan of Ohio. 

Taken altogether, these reports stand in perpetuity 
as an indictment of Communism, In temperate lan- 
guage, with judicial conclusiveness and overwhelming 
proof they show how the Reds from Moscow, with 
varying tactics to fit circumstances, corrupted disloyal 
ofticials, fomented disorder, demoralized the populace 
by false and alarming propaganda, and “took over” 
their governments “peacefully,” without bloodshed. 
The peoples of victim countries seem to have had no 
idea that they were about to be enslaved. They were 
almost as naive as most Americans, 

The Kremlin has given indirect notice that it will 
not discuss the satellite question at the Geneva “Sum- 
mit” conference. “It’s nobody’s business,” is the 
brusque statement, At the same time the Kremlin 
cannot forbear to lie, announcing that conditions in 
the handcuffed countries are satisfactory. 

The world knows that this statement is not and 
cannot be true, It knows that freedom loving peoples, 
such as those now in captivity, will never be happy 
until they are free again. As victims of daily and 
hourly brutality, nursing grudges and hopes of re- 
venge, they are potential powder magazines which, 
exploding one after another, might blow the Soviet 
Union itself to smithereens. Mr. Kersten’s special 
committee recommends that these captives be encour- 
aged to revolt. The public is not advised, of course, 
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as to any action that may have been taken in this 
direction, but the cold war will not be waged forever.

tion of American security, against alien pollution and 
subversion, It is a queer outfit, this combination of 
respectability and crime, but there can be no doubt of 
its existence and its malign activity. Its members 
include individuals in Congress (who of course are 
not aware that opium is helping to finance their 
plans); dope racketeers; deportable Reds; criminal 
aliens trying to sneak into this country; Communists 
posing as refugees; hordes of Orientals aiming to 
enter through Latin America; and Communist already 
engaged in breaking down our national] security. 

Patriotic Americans who have inquired into this 
enemy-inspired conspiracy are deeply disappointed 
that the President sticks to his willingness to open 
the doors to aliens, Congressman Walter, one of the 
authors of the present immigration act, insists that 
the President lacks current information and that 
“there are no refugees.” One of the White House pro- 
posals is that the requirement as to refugees be strick- 
en out so that anybody in Europe may come in if 
otherwise eligible. This is a move toward opening the 
gates to over-populated countries. 

In the proposed legislation is a provision that pre- 
vents the Federal Bureau of Immigration from util- 
izing informants in checking applications, This con- 
stitutional question is now in the courts, But as a 
practical matter it is necessary to use informants or 
risk the Nation’s security. “There can be no doubt 
that the use of informants in law enforcement is justi- 
fied,” writes J. Edgar Hoover, FBI Director. “The 
criminal and subversive underworld has long sought 
to destroy our effective informant system. Nothing 
could possibly render more aid to the enemy than the 
premature and unwarranted disclosure of these vital 
sources of information.” 

Many other features of the legislation now pend- 
ing are destructive of the national security and would 
render aid and comfort to the Red Chinese, the Soviet 
Union, and numerous criminals, spies, and aliens who 
could never be assimilated. It is astonishing that 14 
Senators can be found who favor this bill. Fortunate- 
ly House members are better informed. In spite of 
all the “desegregation” of good and bad influences 
that are combined to push through this debauchery of 
the Republic, we believe that it will die the death it 
deserves.

ADLAI STEVENSON, 
THE ADA AND 1956

ONTRARY to what false propagandists may 
claim, the Nationa, Rerustic is not a partisan 

magazine. It is pro-American and pro-Constitu- 
tion. It is anti-Communist, anti-Socialist, and anti- 
leftwing. It is for the two-party system of American- 
ism, and is against letting the leftwingers steal con- 
trol of either party. Its convictions are upheld by 
patriots of both major parties, This writer has con- 
tributed articles to the Nationa, Repustic ever since 
he was a college student, some 20 years ago. He was 
born and brought up a Jeffersonian, Constitutional 
Democrat. As such, his concern to expose and com- 
bat subversive forces within our country and within 
our two-party system is exactly the same as that of 
any Constitutional Republican. 

The health and strength of our American system of 
Government depends upon maintaining the vigor and 
purity of our two major parties. Radicals have long 
recognized that if they could corrupt or control one 
of the two great parties, they could wreck the two- 
party system and go a long way toward undermining 
our Republic. The leftwingers would like to corrupt 
and control both parties. But they theorize that, if 
they can seize one, they can ultimately contaminate 
the other, and finally control the Nation, For a gen- 
eration, the leftwingers (who falsely go under the 
label of liberals) have been making a supreme effort 
to get complete control of one of the two parties— 
they really don’t care which one, If they have con- 
centrated more on trying to infiltrate my party—the 
Democrat Party—it is only because, at the time, it 
seemed more vulnerable. 

The history of leftwing manipulation within the 
party and Nation during the Roosevelt-Truman Ad- 
ministration has been chronicled month-by-month in 
the NarionaL Rerusiic. What we want to consider 
now are the strange and bewildering things that have 
been going on since Mr. Truman stepped aside and 
thrust Adlai E, Stevenson and the ADA into control 
of the Democrat Party. We will spend little time in 
reviewing the outrageous behavior of our party “lead 
er” in the 1952 campaign, when Mr. Stevenson virtual. 
ly put the proud old Democrat Party in mothballs, 
while he let his campaign be run by a mysterious “in- 
ner circle” of ex-Socialists, political adventurers and 
experimenters, leftwing theorists, and rabble-rousers, 
headed by his campaign “manager,” Wilson Wyatt. 
A battle-searred veteran of rationing-red-tape-and- 
regimenting during the post-war “crisis,” Mr. Wyatt 
belonged to the little group of dreamers who feverishly 
tried to keep the Socialistic regimentation and ration- 
ing with us on a permanent basis. 

We all know what happened in 1952. Mr. Wyatt 
steered Mr. Stevenson down the road to one of the 
most crushing defeats ever given a Presidential candi- 
date. Please remember what many Republicans and 
Democrats insist on forgetting: It was Mr. Stevenson 
personally and not our Democrat Party that suffered 
overwhelming defeat in 1952, Our party did very well, 


except in the contest for the Presidency. We came 
within a hair’s breadth of electing a majority in both 
Houses of Congress. In fact, we came so close in 
1952, that it was not hard to gain the slight addi- 
tional margin needed to gain control in 1954. We 
elected our fair share of Governors. The total Demo- 
crat vote for all offices, excluding the Presidency, was 
only a little less than that of the total Republican 
vote. The vote for Eisenhower was six and a half 
million more than that for Stevenson, because millions 
of us Democrats repudiated the man who we felt was 
misleading our own party. 

In State after State, the people actually gave our 
party a majority. They elected our candidates to Con- 
gress and to other offices, but they repudiated Mr. 
Stevenson. In Massachusetts, the Democrat candidate 
for Senator, Jack Kennedy, defeated Mr, Eisenhower's 
close friend and associate, Henry Cabot Lodge. But 
the same voters who sent a Democrat to the Senate 
voted by a majority of more than 200,000 to keep Mr. 
Stevenson out of the White House, In Ohio, the voters 
sent Democrat Lausche back to the Governor's mansion 
with hundreds of thousands of votes to spare, But, by 
a margin of more than half a million, they thundered 
that they did not want Mr, Stevenson residing at 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue in Washington, D, C. 

Republicans like to dwell upon the popularity of 
Mr. Eisenhower, That may be a big factor, but we 
Democrats know that there is another big factor to 
consider—the unpopularity of Adlai E. Stevenson, 
especially with the most loyal members of the Demo- 
erat Party. 

The great mass of voters in Texas, Virginia, Florida, 
and Oklahoma are lifelong, loyal Democrats, Yer, 
they like Dwight Eisenhower, but they would never 
have voted for any Republican, unless he had been 
running against a Democrat whom they disliked as 
much as they do Adlai Stevenson and the leftwing 
ADA group that has piloted his political activity. 
Certainly, many of these voters were voting against 
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Stevenson, more than they were voting for Eisenhower. 

This is true, not only of masses of Democrats 
throughout the South, but also in all parts of our 
country. Rhode Island, for instance, has become almost 
as solidly Democrat as any State South of the Mason 
and Dixon line. Rhode Island seldom elects anyone 
but a Democrat to any State or Congressional seat. 
Yet, enough Democrats voted against Stevenson to give 
a slight majority to Eisenhower, In California, in 
1952, the Democrat registration exceeded the Repub- 
lican by nearly a million. Yet, so many hundreds of 
thousands of Democrats turned against Stevenson that 
he lost the State by nearly 700,000 votes. 

The record is clear and incontrovertible. Yet, not 
long ago, major radio networks supplied free time for 
Adlai E. Stevenson to offer criticiam of the American 
foreign policy, He was introduced as “the titular 
head of the Democrat Party.” What kind of fiction 
is this, anyway? He ran for the Presidency, along 
with other Democrats who ran for Congress. He lost 

many of them won, Are they not, then, the head of 
the party? Do they not speak for the party? How 
can the defeated Mr, Stevenson speak for anyone but 
himself? 


"T°HE Democrats now control both Houses of Con- 

gress, The Republicans have the Presidency. Our 
foreign policy is worked out by President Eisenhower 
and Secretary Dulles in close collaboration with Demo- 
crat leaders of Congress. An amazing thing happened 
the day after Stevenson attacked the American foreign 
policy: Not one Democrat Member of Congress rose to 
endorse or back up the Stevenson blast. Only a very 
few expressed any sympathy, even in the usual guarded 
and qualified way of politicians, for the Stevenson 
position. 

Despite the coolness of elected Democrats to the 
defeated Mr. Stevenson, most political dopesters flatly 
declare that he will secure the 1956 Democrat nomina- 
tion “without contest.” He will be given it “on a 
silver platter.” It is “his for the taking.” He can 
have it “if he wants it—and of course he does.” So 
they say. They may be correct, prophetically speak- 
ing. But if so, this constitutes a flagrant violation of 
the whole democratic process. Many States have 
“Presidential preferential primaries.” The people are 
supposed to select the candidates they want to win at 
the convention, But the “primaries,” we are told, 
don’t mean anything. Senator Kefauver swept the 
primaries in 1952. He was the “people’s choice” at 
the primary elections, But Mr. Stevenson was the 
ADA choice, The manipulators in the familiar “smoke- 
filled room” came out for him. Will this happen 
again? Most of the experts think so, 


|" is explained that, as a defeated candidate, Mr. 
Stevenson retains control of much of the party ma- 


chinery. With added steam supplied by the ADA, it 
in claimed that the 1956 convention can be “steam. 
rollered” on hia behalf again. 

As a Conservative Democrat, I am quite willing that 
Adlai Stevenson run again, if the majority of our peo- 
ple want him, But I believe that all Conservative 
Democrats should bestir themselves and see to it that 
there shall be no “steamrollering,” “railroading,” or 
manipulation of his candidacy. 

Especially do I think that we should not let him 
have the nomination, we should not let the ADA dictate 
our candidate, by default, We should not be taken in 
by the loud talk of such political has-beens as Harry 
Truman and Eleanor Roosevelt, who speak of Steven- 
aon as though he were our one and only possibility, 
as though he had already been offered the nomination 
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on a silver platter, with the only question remaining: 
Will he risk taking another beating at the hands of 
lke? 

That may be @ question: Does Stevenson want to 
run again? But there is another question: Do the 
Democrat voters of America want to go through the 
heart-breaking experience, again in 1956, of having to 
decide whether to vote for a Republican or hold their 
noses while reluctantly voting for a Democrat who 
has about him the unfragrant aroma of ADA leftwing- 
ism? 

Because we love our country and our party, we Con- 
servative Democrats should strive in 1956 for the 
liberation of our party from the stronghold of the 
Socialistic ADA.

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THE LAST OF ‘JEFF’ DAVIS' CAMELS?

wastelands of the Southwest to come upon the bones 
of camels, These are not the skeletons of prehis- 
toric beasts; rather, they are the relics of the corps of 
camels organized by “Jeff” Davis just 100 years ago. 
West Voint graduate, dashing, resourceful colonel 
of the “Mississippi Rifles” in the War with Mexico, 


|’ IS NOT unusual for prospectors in the desert 


Jefferson Davis became convinced that only the camel- 


could solve the formidable transport problems of the 
trackless arid “empire” acquired at the end 
of that conflict. 


At Fort Tejon in California, Beale rested his men 


and beasts. He made a jaunt to Log Angeles. There 
he was regally greeted by the awed mayor and all of 
the city’s 4,000 pop-eyed inhabitants. The local editor 
waxed poetic with: 

“Beale and 14 camels stalked into town last Fri- 
day and gave our streets quite an oriental aspect. 
It looks oddly enough to see, outside of a menag- 
erie, a herd of huge ungainly, but docile animals 

move about in our midst with people 


In 1854, “Jeff” Davis was Secretary of 


War, He eulogized the camel in his annual 
report. He pointed out that “From the 


mountains of Circassia to the plains of India 
the camel was used to transmit military dis- 
patches, draw ordnance and substitute for 
dragoons.” “The fleet ship of the desert 
used by Napolean to subjugate the Arabs in 
Egypt,” added the War Secretary, “was the 
camel.” Along our new frontiers, he asked, 
where transportation costs for troops oper- 
ating against predatory and nomadic In- 
dians were exorbitant what substitution could be made 
in the interests of economy? The camel! That was 
“Jef!” Davis’ answer. 

The Army was indifferent; the Congress, skeptical. 
But Jefferson Davis was powerful, Finally he wangled 
from Congress $30,000 for the purchase in the Near 
Kast of 34 camels, 

Early in 1856, the strange beasts were unloaded 
from a supply ship at Indianola, Tex, They went on 
to Camp Verde, 60 miles North of San Antonio which 
became the headquarters for the Army’s camel corps. 
The camels were tested extensively as freight carriers. 
Once dubious Army officers became enthusiastic, So 
glowing were their reports that Davis sent to Asia 
Minor for another shipment. The camel corps grew 
to 80, 

In 1857, came the big test of the Army’s unique 
means of transport, Edward Fitzgerald Beale was 
ordered to move from Texas to California to survey a 
wagon route through what was then known as the 
Great American Desert. His expedition was to include 
a detachment of 35 camels, 

During the torrid mid-summer Beale marched over 
the blistering desert lands through El Paso, Albuquer- 
que, Flagstaff and on to the Colorado River. The 
camels wore bells, Great was the excitement as Beale’s 
caravan tinkled its way through the tiny frontier set- 
tlements. 

The expedition reached the Colorado near desert- 
isolated Fort Mohave. The camels swam the river with 
agility. Beale reported back to Washington: 

“Starting with a full determination that the ex- 
periment should be no half way one, I have sub- 
jected the camels to trials which no other animals 
could possibly have endured, and yet I have ar- 
rived here not only without the loss of a camel 
but they are admitted by those who saw them in 

Texas to be in as good shape today as when we 

left San Antonio.”

Sahara where the desert is boundless as 

the ocean and the camel is the ship 

thereof.” 

New Year’s Day, 1858, Beale set forth on 
the long strenuous return journey. Months 
later, his mission accomplished, he exulted: 

“A year in the wilderness ended! Dur- 
ing this time I have conducted my party 
from the Gulf of Mexico to the shores 
of the Pacific Ocean, and back again to the East- 
ern terminus of the road, through a country for 
the greater part unknown and inhabited by hostile 

Indians, without the loss of a man. I have tested 

the value of the camel, marked a new road to the 

Pacific, and travelled 4,000 miles without an ac- 

cident.” 

Beale’s enthusiasm for the camel was infectious with 
John Buchanan Floyd, successor to “Jeff” Davis as 
Secretary of War. Floyd urged the purchase of an 
additional one thousand camels! This to the conster- 
nation of the Missouri “mule trust” which had been 
strenuous in its opposition to governmental! introduc- 
tion of this new and highly competitive means of trans- 
portation. Floyd’s name was “mud” in Kansas City! 

The Army divided the camels for station between 
Camp Verde and Fort Tejon, They gained great popu- 
larity with officers of the engineers, Oflicial reports 
from surveying expeditions were replete with citations 
such as: “The patience, endurance and steadiness of 
the camels... when compared with the distressed and 
jaded appearance of the mules and horses establish 
for them another point of superiority.” Another re- 
port read: “Indeed, the lives of all were in peril, and 
but for those noble animals, the results might have 
been disastrous.” Still another: “My camels per- 
formed beautifully!” 

Military success with camel transportation intrigued 
private enterprise. Cargoes of camels from China were 
unloaded at San Francisco by commercial firms, Soon 
it was a common sight to see camels packing freight 
between California’s supply bases and Nevada’s mining 
settlements, 

The Civil War broke. The camels stationed in Texas 
found themselves back under “Jeff” Davis’ wing, cap- 
tured by his Confederate soldiers. They were put to 
work on rural mail routes. Several of the “noble ani-

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ANY DOUBTS are expressed in connection with 
the forthcoming meeting of the Big Four. Two 
primordial facts command the whole situation: 

1. The revolutionary change in war technolgy, which 
transforms the world problem of “war or peace” into 
a problem of “peace or self-destruction” ; 

2. The growth of international Communism, which 
transforms the rivalries and conflicts among the na- 
tions into a struggle of global significance. 

Under these revolutionary conditions, the Big Four 
conference should be better defined as a conference of 
the Big Three with a Big One; It is a conference, in 


It is a common belief that Russians were never fa- 
miliar with the idea of freedom as the West knows it. 
A necessary conclusion, therefor, is that an authori- 
tarian regime represents a part and parcel of the Rus- 
sian life. Thus, the Communist indoctrination in a 
totalitarian sense corresponds with the Russian na- 
tional character and should be accepted as a great and 
definitive success with the Russian masses. Nothing 
remains for the West, it is said, but to oppose these 
Communized masses and their regime by the force of 
arms or by threatening them with massive retaliation. 

The common belief that Russians are inferior to the 
Western man in respect of human feel- 
ings and aspirations cannot be sub-

other words, between the attacking world Communism 
and the West on the defensive. There is a place, 
therefore, for only one question: Is there a chance for 
a modus vivendi between the two worlds? 

The scope of the problem can be clearly discovered 
in the mutual mistrust with which both sides ap- 
proaches the other. The Communist world, by the very 
fact of its doctrine of a merciless struggle against 
“dying capitalism,” cannot trust the West, Commu- 
nists always consider accomodations with the non- 
Communist powers as temporary, and as a form of 
this global struggle only, the final clash between the 
two systems being inevitable and even necessary and 
desirable. The West also has no confidence in the 
peace calls for co-existence; and it has its own con 
ception of liberation and the defeat of Communism. 

Thus, the prospects of a settlement are rather dark. 
But in order to have the whole picture well in sight, we 
must take into consideration that the division of the 
world goes merely across the nations of the earth, The 
Iron Curtain cannot be accepted as a definite boundary 
between Communism and the free world. As a matter 
of fact, there are Communists. as we all know, on both 
sides of this line. If we will 
add to this the anti-Western 
movement in the undeveloped, 
colonial areas, we may state 
that the free world includes is- 
lands of pro-Communist forces, 
and these islands even are 
sometimes bigger in area and 
population than the free conti- 
nents. On the other side, there 
are equally big islands of pro- 
Western forces behind the Lron 
Curtain. One has only to con- 
sider the satellite countries 
within the Soviet orbit. But 
one has also to take into ac- 
count the existence of non- 
Communist forces inside the 
oldest Communist territory, 
the Soviet Union itself. 

We speak about the majority 
of the Russian people.

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stantiated by historical facts. It is 
true, that Russia for the most part of 
its thousand years’ existence as a na- 
tion knew primarily the monarchical, 
absolutist regime, But s0, too, were 
for the most part of their own history 
the Western nations, Western revolu- 
tions which opened the door for a free 
way of life have occurred mostly in 
the last 150 years; and the absolutist 
regime still existed everywhere in 
Western Europe, except France and 
England, up to a time well within the 
memory of our elder generation, More- 
over, there were recessions to absolutism in its worse 
form in Germany and Italy, Who can say that some 
regimes in Latin America are far away from a totali- 
tarian pattern? 

On the other hand, it would be a gross historical 
distortion to state that Russians never knew freedom 
or did not strive for freedom, As a matter of fact, the 
world is in the present state of crisis exactly because 
the Russians have had too many revolutions under the 
banners of freedom, Czar Alexander II began a series 
of wide reforms of Russian political institutions, He 
liberated the serfs before the Americans liberated the 
Negroes, He introduced the system of judiciary based 
upon the principle of separation of powers, the press 
was more and more free, and under the last of the 
Romanovs Russians had political parties and a parlia- 
ment, Then, in 1917, it was a democratic revolution. 

People have short memories, It is timely to remind 
that even the Bolshevik revolution of October, 1917, 
was a revolution under democratic banners and slo- 
gans. Lenin and his party were cautious enough to 
open their cards of Communist goals. Instead, they 
exploited the liberation and democratic aspirations of 
the Russian masses, and prom- 
ised to give them the blessings 
of more freedom and material 
prosperity. Peace, land and pop- 
ular rule in the form of Soviets 
(i.e, popularly elected and dem- 
ocratic organs of self-adminis- 
tration), such were their slo- 
gans in October of 1917, which 
conditioned a great deal of sup- 
port, 

As we see, there is nothing 
new in the present Communist 
tactics of talking mildly while 
carrying a big stick of Commu- 
nism behind their back, It is 
not our task to remember here 
how the Communists were able 
to betray the Russian masses 
and to impose upon them the 
totalitarian rule of political 
terror and economic slavery. 
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But it is worth while to note that the Communist rise 
to absolute power was not a bed of roses. On the 
contrary, the Russian masses, as soon as they discov- 
ered on what side their bread was buttered, reacted 
rather violently and aggressively. We may just note the 
four years of bloody civil war, the Kronstad and other 
uprisings, the resistance of the Russian peasantry to 
the forcible collectivisation, the numerous plots and 
conspiracies, finally, the fact that during the war mil- 
lions of Russian soldiers and officers deserted to the 
Germans in a vain and naive hope that foreign power 
might be instrumental in the liberation of Russia. 

And if one need another eloquent confirmation of 
the spirit of resistance of the Russians, he has only 
to question himself: If the population accepted the 
Communist way of life, why then the Soviet secret 
police? Concentration camps? Perennial purges? 
Why then, in general, this police state if the popula- 
tion is loyal and enthusiastic? 


O crown all this, we may mention this surprising 

fact for a Western reader that even the Soviet Com- 
munist Party does not stand away from the spirit of 
the Russian resistance, Western experts, most ignor- 
ant and prejudiced part of the Western public, sorry 
to say this, are eager to explain the party struggles, 
the purges, the executions of the top brass in the 
Kremlin, as a struggle of the spiders in a jar, as an 
exposition of a lust for power. There are personal ambi- 
tions among the Communist leaders, indeed, But the 
main reason for this struggle is better explained by the 
Communist documentation than by Western specula- 
tion. The documentation shows it to be a struggle be- 
tween the orthodox Communists and the deviationists 
who reflect the real sentiments and aspirations of the 
Russian population. From the very beginning, Com- 
munist rulers were divided on leftwingers or fanatics, 
and more moderate, rightwingers, which we may quali- 
fy today as Titoists. There could be found often 
among the Communists, especially among the rank and 
file of the party, also such kind of people who aren't 
Communists at all, who joined the party because this 
party, being a governing body and a single legal politi- 
cal organization, offered for them opportunity of a po- 
litical fight against Communism from inside of the 
Communist organizations; Lenin proclaimed, some 30 
years ago, that fortresses are to be taken in the most 
easiest way from inside, and since those days the 
leadership of the Communist regime is well aware of 
this danger, and of its vitality. 


| USSIAN resistance to the Communist system can- 

not be carried out today as it could have been in 
the earlier days, when the Communist state was not 
organized as effectively as to be able to crush at the 
very beginning every overt opposition. In our days, 
opposition to Communism expresses itself merely under 
a cover of loyalty to Communism. People acclaim the 
leaders and undermine or handicap their efforts to in- 
crease the might of the Communist state and to make 
it strong enough for further expansion, No strikes are 
possible in the Soviet Union, Yet, the Russian workers 
and farmers can “strike-while-they-work.” An Ameri- 
can worker on strike stops production at once, but for 
a limited period of time only. The Russians, who do 
not like the low salaries and long hours of work any 
more than Americans do, simply slow down their effi- 
ciency and repeat for themselves the old saying: “Work 
isn’t like a wolf, it will not run away into the 
forest.” This reaction to the unsatisfactory conditions 
of life creates an enormous hindrance to the Commnu- 
nist five-year programs as well as putting limits to 
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Communist plans in the outer world. We may not 
hesitate to state that Russian slow-downs under a sys- 
tem which does not give to the people a normal way 
of life are a greater deterrent to the war threat than 
Western alliances and rearmaments. Were the Rus- 
sian masses for Communism and against the West, a 
real war would have broken out long ago. 


HE Russian people cannot be measured with a 

Nazi yardstick of “Untermenschen” (sub-species). 
Russian people want the things that Americans want. 
They want external peace, opportunities for work for 
their families, they want to enjoy freedom of thought, 
of press, of assembly. They like to go to church 
perhaps more than many Western people do, they like 
friendship and opportunity of meeting foreigners and 
to learn from them, 

All this put together requires some reexamination 
of the Western attitude toward the Russian people as 
such. To ignore the Russian masses, their stand and 
aspiration, means to ignore the Big Fifth on the world 
stage. 

The West is ready to make a deal with the Soviet 
leaders who think more about their Marxist goals 
than about interests and welfare of the people. It 
was an ominous mistake to forget a nation of 200 mil- 
lions. Hitler did it once. He also proclaimed in his 
speeches and leaflets that Germany fights against Com- 
munism only. Many Russians believed him and came 
over—to find they were betrayed and, often, to find 
death in the horrible German camps for Russian pris- 
oners of war. Many others, who came under German 
occupation, recognized that foreign power cannot to 
all practical effect fight against regime only, and also 
will not. Hitler wanted to destroy Communism by 
destruction of the Russian state and enslavement of 
the Russian people. For us, Russians, Germans are 
people of the West. Quite naturally, the West does 
not possess a great credit among post-war Russian 
masses after their experiences with the Germans, Quite 
naturally when the Russian masses observe again that 
the West is inclined to menace them with a massive 
retaliation for the policies of their rulers, which, as 
we have seen, they do not approve themselves, or try 
to make peace with the rulers, in a flagrant ignorance 
of the interests of the masses, the Russian popular dis- 
trust cannot but increase, and here a great danger for 
the West arises. 

The gravest danger in the coming negotiations, should 
they fail, would be the inevitable increase of hot tem- 
pers on both sides of the Iron Curtain, The chief reason 
for the possible failure of Big Four talks is connected 
with the fact that the key to the situation—the Russian 
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Igor Bogolepov, former official of the Soviet 
foreign ministry, now residing in this country, is 
known to our readers from his earlier contributions 
to the National Republic, in 1953 and 1954. His 
views, although non-conformist with the prevailing 
opinion, are worth being considered as an expres- 
sion of voice of those patriotic Russians who, in 
the words of Secretary of State Dulles, put, first, 
national security and welfare of his nation. There 
is no doubt there are two Russias which confront 
us, one Communist, another national and friendly 
to the rest of the world, and we have to give an 
opportunity to this second Russia to make its voice 
come through the mist of the hostile Communist 
propaganda. 
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called an accident, according to Virginia’s High- 

way Safety Committee. The other 92 are due 
to intoxication, fatigue, speed, inattention, or some 
combination of these factors. Briefly, they can be 
attributed to driver failure. Barely one per cent are 
really unavoidable. 

At present nearly 40,000 persons are killed every 
year in motor traffic and 2,000,000 are injured. In the 
last 55 years, traffic deaths have totalled 1,076,000. 
This is 64,000 more deaths than our country suffered 
from all wars (1,012,000), the Revolution, Civil, Mexi- 
ean, First and Second World, and Korean Wars com- 
bined. Experts estimate we will reach our second 
million traffic deaths in half this time, or by 1976, 
unless we slow the rate. At the Central States Safety 
Conference held in St. Louis in 1954, Safety Engineer 
Howard Schulte of Kansas City stated our accident

rate is sapping our strength and threatening our de- 
velopment and leadership. 

The big question today is how to improve conditions. 
Research committees were formerly concerned with 
improving roads and autos, and being alert to weather 
dangers. Now they have turned their attention to you 
—the driver. 

Most other factors have been considered, Industry 
has pampered us with gadgets, devices and simplified 
controls. Car companies compete for easy operation, 
more emphasis on safety features, and tires that will 
not burst and hurtle us to our death. Road builders 
test toward more perfect highways. 

Three techniques have been tried on us, protecting 
us, scaring us, and punishing us. Since these aren’t 
working fast enough we must learn to practice safety 
everywhere. Combine government costs with those of 
industry, for a protective total spent on highways, ve- 
hicles and gasoline, and the expenditure has been esti- 
mated at 2 trillion, 450 billion, 60 million dollars. 

Now we are reappraising our program in terms of 
human capacity rather than the efficiency of roads and 
machines. An entire generation has grown up in the 
machine age without learning enough about safety. 

The whole program was first designed to protect us. 
Uniform signals, road signs and markings, have helped. 
Improving highways so traffic enters from the right 
with underpasses and overpasses protects intersection 
safety. Reminders and warnings help. Safety direc- 
tors constantly print rules and cautions, A typical 
set is: 

1. Don’t drink if driving 

2. Night driving has 3 times the death list 

3. Dim lights when approaching or following a car 

Beware the 3 D’s: dawn, dusk, dark, the danger 
periods 

Ice is twice as slippery near melting point 
Speed kills. Impact at 60 mph, 9 times as great 
as at 20 


7. Remember last year’s economic loss was 344 

billion 

Highway cautions have developed in amazing direc- 
tions, At South Lee, N. H., a hedge of Japanese roses 
not only marks the pavement edge but cushions col- 
lision shock if cars go off the road, Such a hedge 
stops cars at 30 mph in 11 ft. without harming driver 
or passengers. Saugus, Mass., has planted African 
roses for the same purpose. They stop a car, regrow 
quickly, reduce headlight glare, act as a wind barrier 
along open stretches, and cannot be killed by fire, 

Temporary good often results from a program of 
shocking movies to startle drivers into safety, or from 
articles, and radio and television programs, Some 20 
years ago, Ohio placed white crosses at every scene 
of a traflic fatality, reminding drivers of danger, by 
frightening them, For many miles the driver slowed 
and stared in horror at corners where crosses showed 
10, or 12 deaths had occurred, But a few hundred 
miles, or a few weeks, lessened the horror and lowered 
the efficiency of the device, 

Punishment usually takes the form of arrest and 
fines. By stepping up the highway patrol in New 
Jersey many habitual violators have been removed from 
traflic before accidents happen. Vigilance has paid 
off in that State, where preventive arrests have re- 
duced deaths to half the rate elsewhere, or a little 
over 4 in every 100 million miles of travel, The na- 
tional figure is 7. Meanwhile the highly improved 
Pennsylvania turnpike has a corresponding figure of 
7.5 despite its modern streamlining. No matter how 
good the road, the driver is still responsible. 

Enforcement and education are credited with good 
safety results, according to the report from the White 
House Conference, Several cities were cited for safety 
campaigns, Detroit began a rigid program in 1942 
and reports a 95 per cent decrease in deaths caused 
by drinking drivers. Detroit also reported $4,800,000 
in fines from 600,000 drivers. 

Raleigh, N. C., and Mount Vernon, N, Y., were the 
only cities of their size with no traffic deaths, Raleigh 
had begun a safety drive after 13 deaths in 1950, 

Wilmington, Del., stresses education and on week- 
end holidays, with local radio stations cooperating, 
their police officers give frequent educational warnings. 
Wilmington has weekly court clinics to examine driv- 
ing habits and attitudes, and gives teen-ager driving 
lessons. 

Omaha has crusaded through the World-Herald, and 
lowered road deaths 25 per cent in the cooperating 
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counties, while counties staying aloof simultaneously 
suffered a 16 per cent increase, 

Providence, R. 1., has used newspaper bulletins and 
a television safety show aimed at juvenile watchers. 

Los Angeles pushes education, its police officers 
keeping contact with “hotrod clubs” and showing how 
safety requires more skill than speed does. They use 
lectures, movies, pamphlets, demonstrations, radio and 
television. California reports making driver training 
compulsory in high school. 

Greenville, Texas., warns visitors of fines amounting 
to $1 for each mile over their speed limit. Columnist 
Laura Hobson would go much further, She suggests 
a fine of $3,000 for 80 mph. 


ICHIGAN has a division for new-driver licensing, 

begun late in 1953, It barred 352 drivers from 
the highways for repeated violations in one month. 
The Michigan theory is that a careless driver is harm- 
leas only off the road, 

Compulsory insurance has not proved the answer 
to safe driving. Over some 30 years many forms have 
been tried and almost as many rejected, In some in- 
stances it seems to keep a rich and careless driver on 
the road and a careful but impecunious one off. 

Radar is a relatively new way of locating speeders. 
This has been used about eight years in New York, 
Massachusetts, and Connecticut, a shorter time in 
Ohio, Indiana, Oklahoma, Tennessee and New Jersey, 
and more recently in Kansas and Missouri. An ac- 
curate radar beam record, showing a driver’s exact 
speed at any spot, cannot be argued with as can an 
officer, St. Louis reports arrests and accidents are 
both fewer since radar was first used there in late 
1953. Reduced speeds now help to lower the accident 
records. In one section where drivers used to go 50 
mph they now go 38. Topeka began using radar in 
early 1954 and reports definite decrease in deaths and 
injuries, Wherever radar is used, even where signs 
warn that a highway is radar patrolled, traftic is ef- 
fectively slowed, and deaths are fewer. 


‘T BEN-AGE drivers are often blamed for “one in four 

fatal accidents.” Comparisons are difficult, since 
States vary in driving-age limits, In the teen-agers’ 
favor, Providence, R. 1., finds drivers under 19 account 
for but 7.2 per cent of all accidents, yet comprise 
7.8 per cent of the population. Their largest accident 
group is age 25 to 35 with 23.5 per cent of all 
crashes, but only 16.4 per cent of the population, Some 
6,000 high schools are leading the way for driver edu- 
cation at high school age, 

We are just beginning to spend safety research 
money on the human element, the aspect neglected! 
while money went to better roads and cars. Too little 
has been done to discover why human beings behave 
#0 illogically and recklessly while driving. It is “not 
the cars, not the roads, not the weather conditions” 
said a writer in Georgia, “that are major causes of 
accidents.” There, 3 out of 4 accidents were in clear 
weather on dry roads, and 9 out of 10 vehicles in good 
condition before the crash, and 80 per cent were travel 
ing straight ahead. 

Educating drivers toward safety has taken several 
forms. All agree and many stress that drivers must 
not drink, Increasing pedestrian visibility, has been 
one approach. An AAA official urges birthday and 
Christmas gifts of white scarves, light hata, even white 
socks, that people be more visible after dark and in 
bad weather. 

In Columbus, Ohio, when a boy was struck down 
by a driver who did not see him, Dr. Warren Wheeler 
campaigned for luminous white strips on outer cloth-

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ing of the 77,000 children under 14 in his county. 
Made by a Minnesota company, these “Nite-Ray” strips 
were distributed by local organizations, under the 
slogan “Be Safe—Be Seen.” 

In lowa, for half of 1953, some 50 per cent of 
fatalities involved drivers of borrowed cars. lowa 
urges owners not to lend their cars. Some States 
handle this by holding the owner entirely liable. 

The traffic school in Kansas City, Kan., is a striking 
advance in driver improvement. Attendance includes 
first offenders issued a “ticket invitation,” volunteers, 
commercial drivers, and driver-training graduates. 
The school began in 1947. “Never take it for granted 
the other driver is as competent as you,” they teach. 
From 50 to 150 attend the daily talks, movies, and 
The sharp decline in deaths is accredited 
to this school. Only two violators, from several thou- 
sand attending, have been obliged to return. 

A popular form of education is training toward 
courtesy. If the solution lies in the mind of the in- 
dividual, we must catch his mind before he starts. 
National Safety Council provides dash stickers re- 
minding drivers to be courteous. 


(COURTESY codes urge sharing the road, giving 

clearance when passing, yielding right-of-way to 
drivers and pedestrians. They include proper signal- 
ling and dimming of headlights when meeting or fol- 
lowing another car. They urge respect for laws, signs, 
signals, and road markings, and remind us that driv- 
ing must be adjusted to traffic, road, and weather 
conditions, All these precautions protect us only 
while we use them. There is always danger involved 
and where it is less apparent it is most treacherous. 
Courtesy and caution have to be encouraged to a point 
where they are uppermost instead of the dangerous 
feeling of power, control, mastery, and that “competi- 
tive spirit of pride” in the car’s potentialities. 

Courtesy, consistently practiced, is bound to be ef- 
fective. It is appreciated, contagious, and passed on 
until we become more civilized in traffic. Defensive 
driving means assuming others may violate laws and 
safe practice, hence we must drive prepared to stop, 
or otherwise to avoid accidents. A combination of 
deliberate and conscious courtesy with defensive driv- 
ing is vital. 

Tests can spot slow reflexes or faulty eyesight or 
poor coordination, but are less successful in revealing 
inadequacy or insecure feelings. Psychologists believe 
individuals show a tendency to be accident-free or

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N THE early part of the year 1906, travelers and 
| residents along the old Oregon Trail were amazed 

to see a curious conveyance roll slowly but at a 
stately pace down the old route heading Eastward. 
“Why,” they exclaimed “it’s a covered wagon! Just 
like the pioneers.” And it was exactly that, a great 
boat-shaped covered wagon with sway back and wooden 
axles, drawn by two patient oxen. 

Driving the unique equipage, an exact replica even 
to linch pins and the tar buckets at the sides, of the 
prairie schooners of over half a century before, was a 
figure even more picturesque than his mode of trans- 
portation. He was Ezra Meeker, and his age was 75. 
His snowy white hair gleamed in the pale winter sun 
and his long, flowing beard waved gently in the breeze. 
He was backtracking the famous old trail over which 
he had traveled as a pioneer from Missouri to Oregon 
in 1852. His object was to interest the people of 


clothed the hillsides and valleys in new, green growth, 
he and his wife and baby son set forth again in a 
covered wagon headed West. They joined an immi- 
grant wagon train starting out from Independence, 
Mo. The journey into the then little known territory 
was agonizingly slow and danger and hardship were 
ever present. But to Ezra Meeker, it was a pleasant 
adventure. He loved every toilsome mile of the trek, 
even though the wagon train was on the road until 
autumn. Twice he guided his big, cumbersome wagon 
through the tricky and dangerous waters of the Snake 
River. He cherished the memories of the trip long 
after it was ended and often he recalled the incidents 
of his long overland journey. 

When at last the wagon train reached the end of 
the trail, Ezra Meeker established a home on MeNeil 
Island in Puget Sound. Sometime later he moved 
to Puyallup in Washington Territory. His was the

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America in marking and preserving the route of the 
pioneers. 

As the patient beasts drew the gently swaying wagon 
over the hills and plains along the trail, Ezra Meeker 
stopped at each town and settlement and talked en- 
thusiastically of the history of the early highway. 
His was a one-man crusade to rescue for posterity, for 
all time to come, the Oregon Trail. He searched dili- 
gently for old landmarks and painted inscriptions on 
those that came to light. He begged his audiences to 
set up more markers to commemorate the historic old 
route, Before leaving his home in Washington State, 
after profound research, he had written a pamphlet, 
“The Ox-Team on the Oregon Trail.” He sold copies 
of this work along the way to raise money for more 
markers. 

Meeker’s deep enthusiasm was infectious for his 
project met with instant response, His colorful first- 
hand descriptions of life along the trail seemed to roll 
back the very pages of history for his listeners. Through 
him, they were able to feel the hopes and dreams, 
the triumphs and defeats of the intrepid settlers who 
dared the long journey into the Northwest. Through 
him, they sensed the ever present dangers along the 
way, heard again the sounds of the great prairie cal- 
vacades, the creaking axles, the hoof beats of the out- 
riders’ horses, the crackling camp fires, strains of “Oh 
Susannah.” Through the magic of words the venerable 
pioneer presented the epochal significance of the old 
trail and his listeners had no trouble visualizing the 
long winding wagon trains as moving slowly toward 
destiny, ever keeping pace with the majestic strides of 
an empire. 

Ezra Meeker was born in Ohio. When he grew up 
and married Eliza Jane Summer, a farmer’s daughter 
in his community, he determined to take his bride and 
establish a home in the West. In 1851, he and Eliza 
drove to Iowa in an ox-drawn covered wagon, On 
reaching that State they found that most of the good 
farming land had been taken. But Ezra Meeker held 
on to his dream of a home in the West and when spring 


first log cabin erected in the new settlement, And 
here he settled down to farming, raising grain and 
hops. He prospered in his chosen farm for some 50 
years. 

But through these busy years as the Northwest built 
up and the frontiers bowed before the march of civili- 
zation, Ezra Meeker’s love for the old trail never di- 
minished nor did his memory of his trip dim, He 
studiously delved into old records and books pertaining 
to the trail and his interest grew to such an extent, 
that he determined to use the remaining years of his 
life in marking and perpetuating the historical pioneer 
trail. 

At 75 he conceived the idea of backtracking the 
Oregon Trail, He rigged up a replic. of the covered 
wagon which had brought his family and him to their 
new home over half a century before. From the Ta- 
coma stockyards he purchased unbroken oxen. 

When he reached Independence, Mo., the original 
starting point of his first journey Westward, he didn’t 
stop but pushed on Eastward, his goal, the Nation’s 
Capital, where he planned to present his idea for 
reviving interest in the old trail to President Theodore 
Roosevelt and Congress, As he guided the oxen and 
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wagon toward Washington, great crowds lined the 
roads to see him and to cheer him. In New York City, 
he was photographed with his team and wagon in 
Wall Street. Then on went the big wagon until Ezra 
Meeker finally drove it proudly down the streets of 
Washington, D. C. Eventually he shook hands with 
President Theodore Roosevelt, who made him welcome 
and gave his crusade a hearty indorsement, 

Ezra Meeker’s mission was a success. 
was Oregon Trail conscious, 
to rest upon his head but he was far from finished. 
He had just begun. In 1910, he made another East- 
ward journey by covered wagon. In 1916, he back- 
tracked the Oregon Trail once more, this time in a 
more modern vehicle, an automobile, but with a cov- 
ered wagon top.

And also fame had come 


Nine years later during an aviation meet in Dayton, 
Ohio, a small plane zoomed down out of the West to 
land before the grandstand. When one of the two 
figures in the cockpit removed his helmet, he was in- 
stantly recognized as Ezra Meeker, now 94 years old. 
Through the clouds he had made his last trip over his

beloved old trail. A few months later he passed away 
in his home in Washington. His mission was accom- 
plished, for the Oregon Trail, largely through his ef- 
forts, had taken its place among the empire builders 
and in the hearts of a Nation. And Ezra Meeker had 
become a legend as an overland pioneer. © 
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liberty once again wafted its refreshing breezes through 
their hills and valleys. Freedom comes but once in 
the history of a nation and people.

Do you consider how much it matters to each of us, 
whether the vapor trails shimmering high in our skies 
are made by the sons of freemen, or by the slaves 
of foreign dictators?

his superior, George V. McDavitt, had falsified infor- 
mation sent to the Civil Service Commission on the 
Small Business Administration’s loyalty program, that 
he had refused to accept clearance of personnel entitled 
to clearance. 

Clarke was suspended in a controversy with his 
superior McDavitt. He was accused of removing con- 
fidential papers from files without authorization. 
Clarke claimed the papers were his own personal notes 
and records. 

Mr. Cain, as a member of the Subversives Activities 
Control Board, took time out between attacks on the 
Department of Justice subversive list to appear in a 
new role—that of scoring the State Department be- 
cause of its refusal to grant a visa to a person accused 
of being a Communist by that Government agency. 


Cain Defends “Communist’s” Right to Passport 


The case involves Mrs. Magdalena E. Gale, a recent- 
ly retired employee of the Department of the Interior, 
who sought a passport to go to Europe. 

The State Department denied her passport and the 
denial was accompanied by a letter saying “It has 
been alleged that you are a Communist . . . evidence 


indicates on your part a consistent and prolonged ad- 
herence to the Communist Party line on a variety of 
issues and through shifts and changes in that line dur- 
ing the period of many years.” 

She told the press she had been accused of member- 
ship in the American League for Peace and Democracy, 
the Civil Rights Congress, the Washington Bookshop 


Association and the Washington Committee for Demo- 
cratic Action. 

She denied membership in the Civil Rights Congress 
and Bookshop Association, but said she once may have 
given funds to the American League for Peace and 
Democracy. She admitted being on the mailing list 
for “Soviet Russia Today” and Soviet Embassy’s “In- 
formation Bulletin.” She said “I am a scholar. I 
read many things. In a free country, citizens should 
be permitted to read anything. If the Government 
doesn’t want such things read, they should bar dis- 
tribution of them.” 


State Department Weakens Under Pressure 


Mr. Cain went before the State Department pass- 
port officials with Mrs, Gale and an hour and 22 min- 
utes later the hearing ended with the word that the 
passport would be granted. 

Mr. Cain said “Here is a case of a loyal Government 
employee who scraped and saved during her long 
service to put aside enough money to go to Europe 
and then charges serious enough to put someone be- 
hind the bars for years were brought against her.”

Morgenthau Pleads Ignorance of 
Assistant's Red Record 


The fantastic story of how the late Harry Dexter 
White, alleged Soviet espionage agent, who wormed 
his way into high positions in the Treasury Depart- 
ment and International Monetary Affairs of the 
United States without any particular suspicion being 
attached to him, is disclosed in a recently published 
hearing of the Senate Internal Security Committee in- 
volying the Morgenthau diaries, 


In making public the papers, the Senate committee 
release states: “The rise of a humble economist in the 
Treasury Department who became a Communist in- 
former, to the commanding position in International 
finance and American Foreign Policy is reflected in 
the documents just released,” 

Henry Morgenthau, former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, told the committee White came to the Treasury 
in 1934 as one of about 30 economists employed to 
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Communist Dictator Bulganin (Russia) Meets with Com- 
munist Dictator Tito (Yugoslavia) in Attempted Reunion 
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study banking practices in the Cleveland Federal Re- 
serve district. 

The former Secretary said, “No security agent or 
individual ever reported or suggested to me that there 
was any doubt about White’s loyalty.” G-Man Hoover 
reported White’s espionage activities to the Adminis- 
tration in 1946. 

Morgenthau said that it was some time after he left 
the Cabinet that he learned of disloyalty charges 
against White. 


ADA Clears Russia of World Tensions 


Americans for Democratic Action has issued a 
pamphlet on “Partnership for Freedom” prepared un- 
der a grant from the Whitney Foundation to the 
Union for Democratic Action Education Fund, The re- 
port brands as false any notion that world tensions 
are caused entirely by Soviet expansion drives. 

The report urges that the United States pour out 
more of her financial resources to undeveloped coun- 
tries. In fact it says capital exporting nations should 
double to three billion dollars a year the amount now 
being sent to those countries, 

Backers of the idea include Victor Reuther of the 
O10, Robert Nathan, Arthur M. Schlesinger, Jr., Isa- 
dor Lubin, Paul Porter, Quincy Howe and Michael 
Straight former New Deal leftists and leaders in ADA. 


Veterans Administration Employee Tagged 


A legless war veteran fired from his clerk’s job in 
the Veterans Administration has lost a decision in the 
U. 8. District Court in Washington. He is James 
Kutcher, of Newark. 

Previously Kutcher had won a decision when the 
Court of Appeals reversed a lower court decision in 
an opinion ordering the Veterans Administration to 
make “further findings.” 

In the retrial, in which Kutcher was accused of 
being a member of the Socialist Workers Party, listed 
on the Attorney General’s subversive list and with 
having made a May Day speech for the party, Kutcher’s 
attorneys claimed his job was of a non-sensitive nature 
and had nothing to do with security, 


Lattimore Case to Be Continued in Court 


As the result of an evenly split Court of Appeals 
decision, Owen Lattimore, former State Department 
adviser on Far Eastern problems, has won a fight to 
escape trial on perjury charges. 

He had been indicted in a true bill based on his 
statement before the Senate Internal Security Com- 
mittee in 1952 to the effect that he had never been a 
promoter of Communist causes or a follower of the 
Communist Party line. Judge Youngdah] dismissed 
the indictment and the Department of Justice urged 
the Federal Court of Appeals to reinstate the indict- 
ment, The court divided 4 to 4. A majority decision 
is required to overrule the judgment of a lower court. 

The Justice Department has not indicated its next 
step, but it could either take the matter to the Su- 
preme Court, try Lattimore on five remaining counts 
or drop the case., 

Judge Youngdahl dropped the indictments on the 
grounds they lacked constitutional clarity to enable 
Lattimore to prepare his defense, 

After several delays Lattimore was finally granted 
a passport by the State Department. He is now on 
leave from his position at Johns Hopkins, touring 
Europe.

He indicates the new matter referred to is found in 
textbooks particularly used in connection with social 
studies. 


Floridian’s Exposures Attract Nationwide Attention 


And in St. Petersburg, Fla., a series of articles in 
the St. Petersburg Independent entitled “Struggle for 
the Schools” is attracting nationwide attention, and 
the editors have reprinted the series in tabloid form to 
meet the national interest it has created. 

The articles are written by Dan Campbell who made 
an extensive study of the Pinellas County (Fla.) 
schools. Among other things he found a “statism” 
slant in textbooks with the work of Communist-front 
textbook writers suggested as reference material. 

One article says: “Textbooks used by the Pinellas 
County schools are liberally sprinkled with the names 
of textbook writers and authors, who have been listed 
as Communists and Communist fellow-travelers by 
the State Senate Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties. The textbooks recommend their ‘works’ for stu- 
dent reference background.” 

It further says the textbooks “deal with subjects 
ranging from sex to public ownership of power, and 
arbitrarily and gratuitously offer opinion on such con- 
troversial subjects as the Taft-Hartley Act, They 
cast opprobrium on newspapers and suspicion on the 
honesty of advertisers. They give sketchy accounts of 
events in history, emphasizing some, ignoring others 
and by design or happenstance achieve a ‘slanted’ pic- 
ture on some of the most politically controversial 
events in the Nation’s life.” 

The sad plight of lack of control over such material 
is also emphasized by the writer. 

He says, “Over these textbooks and their contents 
the local school administration has no control, except 
by most remote definition. Actually, neither parent, 
the school board nor school authority have any control 
over the question. A textbook used in the St. Peters- 
burg Junior College ‘An Introduction to Teaching’ 
explains the methods of selecting textbooks, It states 
that the school board ‘as a whole would be rather 
ignorant of the details involved in selecting textbooks.’ 
Ignorant or otherwise the board has no control under 
the Florida free book system, Textbooks are selected 
at the State level. They are published at the national 
level.” 


University Professor Charges ‘Brainwashing’ 


At one of a series of forums conducted following 
the publication of the series of articles, Dr. Martin 
Griffin, a Tampa University professor, said the pro- 
gressive procedures referred to represent “an attempt 
to bring about a social and political revolution.” 

He said, “There is no difference between this brain- 
washing in the schools and the Communist brand,” 
adding he didn’t imply it was Communism, “but it is 
a technique of social indoctrination, if that is what 
you want.” 

He warned “The time is very short. 
it is the U.S.A. against the NEA.” 

The American people must make up their minds 
whether they want an educational system based upon 
competition, hard work and individualism, or one 
which extols groupism, mediocrity and a theory of 
something for nothing, Harold Whitman, lecturer, told

the Parents Committee at a meeting in Endicott, N, Y., 
attended by more than 400 persons. He said today 
American children are being taught under a system of 
“collective mediocrity, rather than individual excel- 
lence,” 

He labeled the so-called “progressive” education sys- 
tem a plan to shape education for a new social order. 

Among the hallmarks of this collective system is the 
elimination of report cards, Mr, Whitman said. He 
said report cards are a link between the parent and 
the teacher and their elimination prepares children for 
a non-competitive future. Other signposts include 
lumping together of many subjects under such head- 
ings as “Social Living” and the withholding of awards, 
The speaker said awards are part and parcel of free 
enterprise. 

The progressive educational system adopted in many 
of our educational establishments, was the brainchild 
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The Communists Pursue “Cold War” Drive Against United 
States During Recent Italian Election Contests 
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of the rabid, but well publicity-puffed, professor John 
Dewey of Columbia University Teachers College. A 
life-long Socialist and with very pronounced pro-So- 
viet ideologies, Dewey's influence has been felt widely 
throughout our country. Organized around his philos- 
ophy was the Progressive Education Association, long 
a powerful influence in shaping teaching methods. 
Founded in 1919 as a protest against “traditional edu- 
cation,” it has been the target of loyal Americans. 
Dewey died three years ago, and three years later, the 
Progressive Education Association had gone into an 
academic eclipse, and folded up June 21 this year in 
New York City. 

The movement had its greatest triumphs during the 
308 when dislocations enthroned crackpots in many 
circles, including our Government, It was during the 
era that the New Deal came to power, and there were 
visions of a Socialist government here as well as 
abroad, Russia was not only minimized, but taken 
into respectable folds. England succumbed to the 
wave, Fabianism taking over, Germany went overboard 
for National Socialism, (Nazism); Italy bowed to an- 
other brand, Fascism, The battle for survival of tra- 
ditionalism was hard. At times it appeared hopeless to 
hold the line against the onslaught of the Socialist 
spellbinders, the battle in America is being won, but 
the stench from the battlefields will be long in clearing. 
England has finally shaken off the plague, Part of 
Germany has regained its senses, Italy is in the transi- 
tion as is Japan, while other countries, far too many, 
are still plagued and thus the world remains unsettled. 


Congressional Committee Picketed 
By Red Hoodiums 


Infiltration of labor unions and schools in the New- 
ark, N. J., area was the subject of a recent four-day 
inquiry in that city by the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, Several teachers and at least 
one union official have been suspended because of their 
refusal to answer questions put to them by the Con- 
gressional committee members. 

The Newark City Council, meeting in extraordinary 
session, adopted a resolution requiring loyalty oaths 
and answers to a questionnaire about possible past 
subversive membership of the city’s 7,000 employees. 

The loyalty oath is similar to that already required 
of State employees in New Jersey, The questionnaire 
consists of six questions, the first three asking name, 
address and age and the last three asks whether the 
employee has been a member of any organization on 
the Attorney General’s list of subversive organizations. 

The council action also brings public corporations 
such as the Board of Education, the Housing Authority 
and the Newark College of Engineering under the 
requirement, 

Walter 8. Poleshuck, a member of the executive 
board of Local 461 International Union of Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers, was suspended from office 
pending a union trial after he invoked the Fifth 
Amendment when called before the committee. He also 
loses his title of shop steward and membership on 
several important union committees, 

Before the hearings opened an estimated 1,000 noisy 
demonstrators picketed the hotel where the Congres- 
sional committee members spent the night. Authori- 
ties said most of the picketers were from the United

Electrical Union which was kicked out of the CIO 
for failure to rid itself of Reds and Red sympathizers. 
Most of the demonstrators went to Newark by buses 
from New York City. 

James B. McLeish, president of District 4 of the 
Electrical Union, refused to tell Congressional com- 
mittee members if he had been a Communist and he 
was threatened with denaturalization. Archer Cole, 
Abraham Burdick, Ted Smorodin and W. C. Santora 
also refused to answer inquiries about possible Red 
affiliations and they accused the Congressmen of try- 
ing to destroy their labor union. 

Anthony DeAquino and Julius Kolovetz, former of- 
ficials of the union’s Local 447, testified they joined 
the Communist Party to get information against the 
Reds. They named numerous officials of the union 
as active in the Red movement. 

Among those named was Gabriel] Bloksberg, a minor 
official of Local 447, who was in the hearing room and 
who after creating a disturbance was ejected,

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There is a world of specu!ation, almost all of it out- 
side the Iron Curtain, as to why Russia proposed by 
indirect feelers, and accepted so willingly, the call for 
a conference (now scheduled for Geneva) at the Sum- 
mit, (top leaders of the Big Four countries, the United 
States, Russia, England and France). 

This speculation runs all the way from an expecta- 
tion of a move on the part of Russia for another 
settlement of controversies in the Far East, to a gen- 
eral settlement of world tensions. Some believe that 
Russia and its satellites, and China and Red Vietnam, 
are in the throes of terrible shortage of food and 
other necessities of life; that while the war tensions 
continue, neither Russia nor China dare to recess war 
implement production for fear the anti-Communist 
countries will forge far ahead of them in those fields. 

Others sense the recent turnover at the top in 
Russia, and its subsequent forcible turnover of leader- 
ship in its satellite countries plus the combining of 
all their armed forces, indicate an atmosphere of re- 
volt behind the Iron Curtain. Indications also point 
to those directions in Red China, from where in- 
formation leaks out that purges are common-day prac- 
tices, these in the Red ruling as well as the civilian 
and armed circles. Similar unrest is reported true in 
Red Vietnam, Temporary halts of revolutionary 
forces, as is necessary for a spell following takeovers, 
so as to consolidate gains often finds unrest through 
nervousness due to a sudden lack of action, in the 
warring forces. Russia, Red China and Red Vietnam 
need a breathing spell; therefore, the willingness 
to again meet with their avowed enemies. Such 
meeting invitations would not be as readily accepted 
during the march of a Red army. That is what stalled 
the ending of the war so long in Korea. The Reds 
would not entertain peace while its armies were tri- 
umphant. The Allies would not listen to it during 
their successful advancements. When a stalemate 
was forged, both sides were willing to meet in an 
effort to settle affairs. 

The most ridiculous idea that is being spread by 
many theorists is that Russia has all at once decided 
that it actually wants peace for itself, its satellites and 
Red China and Vietnam. That it is willing to take 
a purification bath and purge itself of its heretofore 
militant determination for world Communist control, 
disband its Cominform, draw back into its new bor- 
ders forever, keep hands off the internal affairs of 
other countries, and say “‘what a good boy am I.” 

In this writer’s opinion, all the latter theories are 
pure bunk, One only has to know the militant Red, 
know his mentality, know what history records over 
a period of 36 years, including the most recent of 
these years, to determine the situation ahead; what 
the Reds are up to now and what is ahead for the 
non-Communist world. 

As long as the Communists are wed to the Marxian- 
Lenin-Stalinist ideologies, there will be no change. A 
generation of Russians have grown up imbued with 
those ideologies of superiority of the dictatorship of 
Communism, over that of any other system and of 
world domination, Lenin is their God. Communism 
is their religion. World dictatorship is their goal. 

There has been a feeler put out indicating that 
Russia will agree to world peace if the non-Comm- 
unist nations will but agree to the creation of a 
“buffer region” in Europe, withdraw their forces and 
break alliances. This recalls the argument used so 
successfully by Stalin on Roosevelt and Churchill as

the Second World War ended. 
It was agreed that Russia's 
borders be secured by friendly 
governments, It was agreed 
that Russian forces could so 
secure those borders by occupy- 
ing Bulgaria, Rumania, Hun- 
gary, Eastern Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland and Eastern 
Germany, and nothing would be said about their pre- 
vious takeover of Esthonia, Latvia, Lithuania and the 
utmost Northeastern portion of Finland. Russia 
wanted Greece too, but England suddenly occupied 
that country and saved it. Albania, however, was 
taken over by the Reds, and England used its offices 
to wean us from Michalovich and to accept Tito in 
Yugoslavia, Tito at the moment was a pro-Stalinist 
Red, who had served in the Russian revolutionary 
forces and who had trained Reds for the Spanish 
revolution. 

The sellout of China to the Reds had already been 
agreed to, to secure Russia’s South Asian border, as 
had the sellout of Northern Korea, although no stamp 
of approval had yet been publicly placed on the latter 
agreement, Thereby Russia’s borders had been se- 
cured, for no one expected the Reds would ever re- 
treat from their occupancies. China then took over 
Tibet to complete the Red border security and finally 
began to look towards Vietnam and Thailand, 

As to agreements, past or future with the Reds, no 
faith can be placed in any agreement they make, They 
have for 36 years broken them at will, They are 
even “willing to make an unfavorable peace if neces- 
sary for expediency sake, only to break them when 
the need has been liquidated.”’ (Lenin) 

In conferences, they agree to settlements, but only 
such settlements as are favorable in part or in whole 
to Russia or China. They marched off with legal 
title to Northern Korea at the Seoul conference. They 
marched off with Northern Vietnam at the more recent 
Geneva conference. They walked off with a portion 
of the non-Chinese government's islands at more re- 
cent conferences. They have recently been buay, at- 
tempting to beat Japan down to a so-called “neutral” 
agreement, which would include abandonment of its 
alliance with the Western powers, the withdrawal of 
American forces from Japan. They have approached 
Western powers on the abandonment of all support 
to non-Red China, Formosa and the surrounding 
islands, and have won over England on this issue. 
They have approached their old buddy Tito, for neu- 
tralism of Yugoslavia, and won him over to the sur- 
render of Formosa and its islands to Red China. They 
have approached Nehru of India on neutralization and 
have won him over lock, stock and barrel for that, 
as well as the surrender of Formosa and the islands 
to Red China. 

The so-called settlement of the Austrian situation, 
ended in a ten-year mortgage of Austria to Russia. 
It must remain pro-Soviet in any new tensions. It 
has put the pressure on West Germany, Greece, Iran 
and other countries in recent weeks, in an effort to 
wean them away from the Western combine. Its 
propaganda of hate against the United States in par- 
ticular continues throughout the world. Its conspira- 
cles continue. Its threats continue. A new buffer 
zone would mean the neutralization of more countries 
by Big Four agreement if possible, bringing them into 
the Soviet sphere of influence.

Convictions of Communists Continue 
In United States 


The Circuit Court of Appeals in Vhiladelphia has 
upheld the conviction of Steve Nelson and four other 
Communist Party leaders of the Pittsburgh section of 
the party for conspiracy to advocate the violent over- 
throw of the Government, Others convicted with Nel- 
son are William Albertson, party secretary; Benjamin 
L. Carreathers, treasurer; James Hulse Dolsen, writer, 
and Irving Weissman. 

They had contended that they had been unable to 
get a fair trial because of “tremendous prejudice” and 
adverse newspaper publicity. This the court denied. 
The conviction was sustained in a 5 to 2 decision. 
The majority opinion said: “The court scrupulously 
and efficiently attended to his task of protecting the 
defendants’ rights to which the presumption of inno- 
cense entitled them, There is no reason to disturb the 
judgment of conviction, which will be affirmed.” 

In another part of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, nine 
other Communist officials, Sam Gobeloff, alias Joseph 
Roberts, of Camden, Joseph Kuzma, David Dubensky, 


alias Dave Davis, and Thomas Nabried, Sherman 
Marion Labovitz, Walter Lowenfels, alias William 
Lerner, Irwin Katz, Robert Klonsky, alias Robert 


Kirzy and Benjamin Weiss have been sentenced to the 
penitentiary for from two to three years, The Gov- 
ernment had asked the full penalty of five years and 
$10,000 fine, The court held, that although these State 
Red officials were important to the Red conspiracy, 
they were not of the same import as those of the 
national leadership and thereby cut the sentences. 
The sentencing of the nine, brings the total of Red 
leadership convicted under the Smith Act to 86. 
Forty-one more including the National Chairman, Wil- 
liam Z, Foster are under indictment awaiting trial. 


Red Foreign Language Editors Defy Congress 


Walter 8, Steele, Editor of Nationat Rerusuic, ex- 
posed these Communist officials, as well as the others 
before mentioned, in his testimony before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities in 1947. The 
Government finally apprehended them two years ago 
and has been trying them in court under the Smith 
Act, for the passage of which the Nationa, Rervustic 
campaigned in behalf of during the New Deal, 

Three other individuals first exposed by Mr. Steele, 
this also in 1947, were pulled before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Internal Security a few weeks ago. These 
included Paul Novick, editor of the Communist Jewish 
language daily, the Morning Freihiet, New York City, 
Frank Borich, editor of the Communist Serbian lan- 
guage newspaper, Radnik, and Boris Sklar, editor of

the Russian language newspaper, Russky Golos, all 
published in New York City. 

The three refused to testify as to «heir Communist 
memberships and charged the committee with invasion 
of “freedom of the press” and of attempt to violate the 
Fifth Amendment. Borich claimed Fifth Amendment 
rights in declining to answer 40 questions, Sklar 50, 
and Novich 32. 

Plans for election of officers to the Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters and Butchermen (local, NYC), AFL, has 
been postponed in New York City, pending an effort to 
end Communist influences within the local. The order 
of delay and for a housecleaning came down from the 
parent body. The old International Fur and Leather 
Workers Union, expelled from the CIO five years ago 
on charges of Communist domination, became a part 
of the meat cutters union last February.

The latest suit 
will be an effort to cancel his citizenship on grounds 
of Communist Party membership. He is a native of 
Australia and has succeeded in stopping the Govern- 
ment in its tracks four times since 1949, 

In Washington, D. C., a complainant’s wife called to 
testify against her husband, Claude R. Wallace, in a 
liquor sale charge, surprised the court when she turned 
out to be the red haired former Ludmilla 8, Milhailova, 
who went to jail here in April, 1954, for her “own 
protection” after telling reporters she had once been 
a $1,000 a month Communist spy in the Far East. 
After her marriage to Wallace the Government dropped 
proceedings against her and returned her to San Fran- 
cisco for failing to abide by residence restrictions 
placed on deportable aliens. 

The first person convicted under the law making in- 
formed members in subversive organizations a pun- 
ishable offense, has filed an appeal from the Federal 
Court decision of “guilty.”

Congressional contempt con- 
victions against three persons

Those who had been con- 
vieted are Julius Emspak and 
Thomas Quinn, both officials - 
of the United Electrical F.

Emspak and Quinn had been 
sentenced to six months and Bart to three months and 
each fined $500. 

In the Quinn case the court held that the question 
relative to Communist Party membership was directed 
to him in such a manner that his answer might tend 
to incriminate him and therefore he was entitled to 
the protection of the Fifth Amendment, The decision 
in the Emspak case noted that he had been asked 239 
questions and refused to answer 68 of them, holding 
that he was within his rights as to possible seif- 
incrimination. 


Colorado Reds Get Five Years in Prison

found guilty of conspiracy to advocate the vioient 
overthrow of the Government, Convicted by a Federal 
jury in Denver were Arthur Bary, 43, his wife Anna, 
30, Joseph W. Scherrer, 35, and his wife Maia, 36;

portunities in the country where he now lives.” This 
is considered an extremely liberal interpretation of the

Leftwingers who are putting on the heat for the 
liberalization of the refugee act are spearheaded by 
Edward J. Corsi, ousted State Department adviser.

Effort on to Force McLeod Out 


A group of New York Congressmen continue after 
the scalp of Scott McLeod, State Department security 
chief who administers the refugee program, Headed 
by the leftwing Democrat Kep. Emanuel Celler, 
chairman of the House Judiciary Committee, a group 
of New York Congressmen have filed a paper with the 
Senate committee investigating refugee problems, Most 
of them have been supporters of the Italian born Ed- 
ward J. Corsi who was dropped as a State Depart- 
ment adviser on refugee matters on charges that he 
planned to circumvent the present law to speed immi- 
gration. Since then Corsi has led an attack on both 
the program and McLeod, charging the over cautious 
administration of the program is a “national disgrace.” 
Senator Watkins, of Utah, recently said Corsi had 
failed to back up his charge. 

New York Congressmen have asked that McLeod be 
replaced as manager of the refugee program, 


Einstein’s Name Again in Limelight 


The American Civil Liberties Union threatens to 
go to bat in court for four persons who have run into 
passport difficulties and who have been denied further 
hearings by the State Department. The applicants 
are Mrs, Helena Maxfield, of New York and presently 
in England; George W, Shephard, Jr., of New York, 
denied on the ground his trip to Uganda would involve 
him in “political affairs of a foreign country,” Sid 
Lens, director of Chicago AFL local denied because 
“of disparaging public remarks he allegedly made 
abroad about the United States” and a fourth person 
whose name the ACLU for some reason has withheld 
but who wanted to go to Communist Poland. 

An Einstein memorial meeting in New York fizzled 
following a wave of sponsorship withdrawals and the 
executor of the estate of the late Dr. Albert Einstein 
was denied a passport under the section of the regula- 
tions which bars passports for persons whose travel 
might be for the purpose of advancing the Red cause. 

Like many front movements, the Einstein memorial 
apparently used a lot of “big names” without the 
consent of the owners, One was Bernard M. Baruch 
who notified Carnegie Hall he had not agreed to at- 
tend the meeting and asked that his name be removed 
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from advertisements announcing he would deliver a 
eulogy. Admiral Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, also listed on the pro- 
gram, wired he would not be present, 

Even the man listed as chairman—Daniel Gutman— 
counsel to Governor Harriman, said he had never 
consented to preside. Sidney O. Raphael, president of 
the Interfaith Movement said his organization had de- 
cided to withdraw from the movement and Rey. Dr. 
Henry A. Atkinson, general secretary of the Church 
Peace Union, said the meeting was “a very snarled-up 
sort of thing” and declined to participate. 

Dr, Otto Nathan, executor of Einstein’s estate, was 
temporarily denied a passport to Europe and brought 
suit against the State Department to force issuance, 
Naturalized in 1939, Dr. Nathan, professor of Econom. 
ics at New York University, was accused of having 
been a member of the Communist Party in Germany, 
and had been active in front movements here, Einstein 
once belonged to several Communist Internationals but 
resigned before receiving a visa for the United States. 
Only the Daily Worker had heralded the affair. 


Ousted Minister Loses Appeal 


The highest court of appeal within the Presbyterian 
Church of the United States has rejected the plea of 
Claude ©, Williams, former minister in the denomina- 


tion, who has been found guilty of heresy by the 
church’s assembly. 

Mr. Williams, who now resides in Helena, Ala., was 
a preacher at a Presbyterian Church in Michigan at 
the time charges were brought against him, The com- 
plaint against him was of “heresy and subversion of 
the faith.” The Narionat Rerusiic was among those 
first exposing Williams, and his Peoples Institute of 
Applied Religion.” 

The conviction was based on “subversion of the faith, 
preaching false doctrine and violating rules of the 
chureh.” A fourth count was that of following the 
Communist Party line. 

Those pressing the case against Mr, Williams con- 
tended that the fourth count should also be held and 
Mr. Williams appealed for reversal of the assembly 
decision on the other three. 

Mr. Williams had been accused by a member of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities of try- 
ing to infiltrate the clergy with Red ideas, He was 
listed as a director of the People’s Institute of Ap- 
plied Religion, which has been branded by the Congres- 
sional committee as “one of the most vicious Commu- 
nist organizations ever set up in this country.” It is 
on the Attorney General’s list of subversive organiza- 
tions, 

The trial commission held that Mr, Williams “feels 
Christ was just another good man on earth while our 
church holds that Jesus is the Lord,”

mers chimmed away . . . The Arms, are 
taken down from every public place . 

In the evening our late king’s coat of arms 
was brought from the Hall in the State 
House, and burnt amid the acclamation 
of a crowd of spectators.” 

On that night lighted pine torches flared, 
spluttered and hissed and made shadows 
jig on the walls of houses and street pave- 
ments as the people paraded behind squeak- 
ing fiddles, shrieking flutes and drum beats. 
As these rebels marched through the streets 
of Philadelphia the loyalists peeked from 
behind their parlor curtains with sneering 
smiles for they considered the rebel lead- 
ers to be politicians of catastrophe. 

Some of those who did not parade 
through the streets built bonfires which 
glowed with orange flames splashed with 
black shadows. Others, as the stars 
twinkled through the leafy canopies of 
churchyard trees attended divine services 
to give thanks to God for their freedom 
and to pray for the prosperity of the 13 
States. 

The Pennsylvania Evening Post reports 
that at Easton, Pa., on July 8, about the 
same time the Declaration was first read 
to the troops on the State House Common 
in Philadelphia: “The Colonel and all other 
field officers of the first battalion repaired 
to the Easton Court House, the light in- 
fantry company marching there with drums 
beating, fifes playing and the standard 
flying. After the Declaration was read 


aloud to a great number of spectators, 
who gave their hearty assent with three 
loud huzzas, then cried out ‘My God long 
preserve and unite the free and independent 
States of America!’” 

On July 9, 1776, at his New York head- 
quarters, Washington issued an order that 
the Declaration should be read aloud on 
the parades of each brigade in New York 
at 6 o'clock in the evening of that day, 
and that copies of the broadside of the 
Declaration should be freely distributed. 

The next day, July 10, 1776, Washington 
wrote to John Hancock that the Declara- 
tion had been read to all under his im- 
mediate command and “that the measure 
seemed to have the hearty assent; the 
expressions and behavior, both of officers 
and men testifying their warm approbation 
of it.” 

The Declaration was not read to the 
troops and public in Boston, Mass., and 
in Princeton, N. J., until July 10, 1776. 
According to the Pennsylvania Evening 
Post: “Nassau Hall was grandly illumi- 
nated, and Independancy proclaimed under 
a triple volley of musketry, and universal 
acclamation for the prosperity of the 
United States.” 

After the Declaration was formally ap- 
proved by the New York Convention, the 
Pennsylvania Evening Post of July 23, 
1776, reports that on “Thursday” (July 18 
1776), “the Declaration of Independence 
of the United States of America was pub- 
lished at the” (New York) “Courthouse; 
where a number of people, true friends of 
this country, attended and signified their 
approbation to it by loud acclamations, 
after which pieces of the coat of arms of 


his Majesty George the III was torn to 
pieces and burned in the presence of the 
spectators.” 

Then the crowd proceeded to Bowling 
Green where they tore down the lead 
statue of George III. It wag then trans- 
ported to the garden of Oliver Wolcott in 
Litchfield, Conn. There it was melted 
down and converted into bullets, 

Throughout the 13 States the first read- 
ings of the Declaration of Independence 
were received by the rebels with thankful 
prayers and enthusiastic demonstrations. 
They gathered in churches, on the village 
greens, before state houses and at city 
halls. They paraded to the tune of drum 
beats. Their cannons roared. They built 
bonfires. And they tore down emblems of 
royalty and either burned or buried them. 
Their spirits were lifted by that outspoken 
and robust document—the Declaration of 
Independence.

Dr. Albert Einstein, who had advised him 
“not to cooperate with this or any other 
committee of a similar nature.” Under 
Federal indictment for his refusal to an- 
swer committee questions, Shadowitz’s trial 
now is pending. 

To date 35 employees of the Army 
Signal Corps at Ft. Monmouth have been 
suspended on security grounds. Eleven 
other workers in private enterprise estab- 
lishments engaged in top-secret military 
production, including General Electric, 
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Zenith Engineering, Kay Electric, Arma 
Corp., and others, have been suspended, 
discharged or have resigned, following pub- 
lication of the subcommittee hearings. The 
security system at the Federal Telecom- 
munications Laboratories has been reor- 
ganized from top to bottom. 

Within two weeks of the beginning of 
the Senate committee’s inquiry into Com- 
munist espionage at Ft. Monmouth, a long 
over-due cleanup began. 

While this effort apparently has not 
been pushed with enthusiastic vigor by the 
Signal Corps, the Senate report serves at 
least to apprise the Nation on one vital 
point in current history—how the Russian 
Air Force gained all our most prized mili- 
tary secrets in radar and aviation elec- 
tronics 

Future historians one day will trace out 
precisely who was responsible for this 
egregious act of treason and betrayal within 
the Army Signal Corps.

mals,’ showing a predilection for the blue 
rather than the gray uniform, made their 
escape to the Union lines. Sent North to 
lowa for safety they promptly proceeded 
to terrorize and stampede mules and horses. 
Teamsters were scattered all over the tall 
corn fields. The California contingent was 
organized into “camel expresses” which 
packed military supplies from the port of 
San Pedro to lonely interior garrisons. 

After the war the camels, including the 
Texas detachment which had been retaken 
by the Government, were auctioned off, 
Reasons were varied. The War Depart- 
ment, for one thing, was bombared by 
complaints from owners whose horses, 
mules and burros bucked, kicked and tore 
madly off at the very sight of a camel 
Then, despite high praise from Army 
“brass” the American soldier never did 
cotton to the stiff-paced flea-ridden “fur- 
rin” beast with its inexplicably abrupt fits 
of rage. Not the least was the unremitting 
hostility of the politically potent “mule 
trust.” 

Ex-Army camels appeared in circuses, 
z008, menageries and on camel race tracks. 
Some were worked on farms. Others 
joined the rapidly growing number oper- 
ating in the Nevada mining country. In 
fact, so ubiquitous did camels become in 
the Silver State that in 1875 the Carson 
City legislators passed “An Act to pro- 
hibit camels and dromedaries from run- 
ning at large on or about the public high- 
ways of the State of Nevada.” That re- 
mained Nevada “law” until the turn of 
the century. 

The “iron horse” came puffing across the 
plains and chugging over the mountains 
until it reached the Pacific. That put an 
end to the camel business; an end to the 
“mule trust,” too. 

Neglected and forsaken, their usefulness 
gone, the camels wandered off into the 


desert lands and barren mountain sides to 
shift for themselves. Hunters shot camels 
mistaking them for moose; settlers shot 
camels to quiet their stock; farmers shot 
camels to protect their crops; teamsters 
shot camels from sheer orneriness. 

Gradually the camel became legendary. 
There was the “great gray camel” which 
was said to have wandered back and forth 
between Sonora and Arizona, and the 
“giant camel” who roamed the Apache 
country. ‘There were numerous “ghost” 
camels, the one most frequently “seen” 
being the “great rusty-red camel’ who 
haunted the Mexican border with a grin- 
ning skeleton in tattered blue uniform 
strapped to his back. 

But not all camels were “haunts.” In 
the 30’s a camel was tracked down and 
done away with by an irate posse in Cali- 
fornia’s Riverside County after the beast 
had made a nuisance of himself scaring 
women and children, terrifying livestock 
and pillaging feed supplies. 

And only a decade back a prospector 
in the Golden State’s bleak and isolated 
Panamint Mountains ran across a lone 
camel wandering over the barren lands.
